These  extracts  from  the  Letters  and  Diary  of  my 
great-great-uncle,  John  Rowe,  are  printed,  because  it 
seemed  that  such  vahiable  records  of  life  in  Boston 
nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  a<^o,  ought  to  be 
put  beyond  the  possibility  of  loss ;  and  also,  that 
they  might  interest  a  larger  public,  than  that  Avliich 
listened  to  ^P  Pierce's  puiper,  and  the  very  few  who 
have  had  the  privilege  of  reading  the  original  man- 
uscript. 

Exeter  Place  called  for  his  earlv  home  in  En^^land, 
Rowe  Place  and  Rowe*s  Wharf,  bring  his  name 
down  to  the  Boston  of  to-dav,  and  there  are  many 
livinti'  who  remember  Rowe  Street,  and  the  last  of 
Rowe's  Pasture.

The  Diary  of  John  Rowe,  ii  Boston  merchant,  in- 
chides  tlie  period  from  Sept.  8,  17G4,  to  July  15, 
1771),  with  three  hreaks  in  it, —  one  from  Au<^.  17, 
1705,  to  April  10,  17()(),  another  from  June  1,  1775, 
to  Deeemher  21  of  the  same  year,  and  the  third  from 
Nov.  li),  ]77(>.  to  Auii'.  12, 177cS.  The  missinir  vol- 
ume  wliieh  makes  the  seeond  hreak  was,  aceordlni^  to 
Iiis  memorandum  in  the  next  volume,  '^  mislaid  or 
taken  out  of  his  store  ";  the  other  two  hreaks  are 
snpposed  to  have  occurred  since  liis  death.  Tlie  Diary 
is  pai^'cd  continuously,  the  last  ]>ai^e  heing*  nund)ered 
219*);  and  as  tliis  pag'e  completes  a  volnme,  it  is 
Hkcly  that  later  volumes  have  disappeared. 

At  the  time  Rowe's  Diary  hegins, —  in  Septemher, 
17()1, —  the  British  g'overnment  was  jnst  putting  in 
force  its  sclienie  of  taxing  the  Colonies  for  the  pur- 
pose as  avowed  of  ''defraying  the  expenses  of 
defending,  protecting,  and  securing  tlie  same."  The 
Sugar  Act,  whicli  imposed  duties  nut  only  on  sugar 
and  nu)lasses  hut  on  other  articles  hitherto  exempt. 
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liad  been  passed  -the  previous  spring'.  Otis's  pam- 
phlet on  "  The  Rights  of  the  JJritlsh  Coh)nies  as- 
serted and  proved  "  had  been  issued.  In  ^lay  and 
during  the  summer  and  autumn,  protests  against  the 
new  poHey  were  being  made  by  the  I5ostou  town- 
meeting  and  tlie  General  Court.  The  Stamp  Act* 
was  to  follow  the  Sui2'ar  Act  in  less  than  a  twelve- 
month.  Rowe's  Diary  thus  opens  at  the  initial  stage 
of  the  Revolution. 

The  Diary  comprises  the  period  of  the  im])ositlon 
of  the  new  and  hated  taxes,  the  passage  and  repeal 
of  the  Stamp  Act,  the  Boston  massacre,  the  throwing 
overl)oard  of  the  tea,  the  beti'Innini:'  of  civil  war  at 
Lexington  and  Concord,  the  siege  of  Boston,  the 
evacuation  by  the  British  troops,  and  the  visit  of  the 
French  fleet  to  the  town.  The  battle  of  Bunker  Hill 
occurred  during  the  period  included  in  a  lost  volume. 

Boston  was,  at  tlie  period  covered  bv  the  Diary,  a 
town  of  sixteen  thousand  iidiabitants, —  about  the 
present  population  of  Northam])t<)n,  or  (iuincy,  in 
this  State,  and  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  or  Bur- 
lington, Vermont. 

John  Rowe  was  born  in  Exeter  England  Nov.  27"' 
(Nov.  1(3'"  Old  Style)  1715  died  in  Boston  Feb. 
17"'  1787.  He  was  the  oldest  of  the  eleven  chil- 
dren of  Joseph  ^  Mary  (possibly  Hawker)  Rowe  <S: 
grandson  .of  Oliver  Rowe,  Clerk,  who  in  his  will 
dated  2.")'''  Feb'y  170(),  leaves  all  his  lands  to  his 
"eldest  son  John  (S:  his  Heirs  forever."  Three  of 
the  sons  of  Jose[)h  cK:  ]Marv  Rowe  emigrated  to 
America,  J(din,  Jacob  ami    W"  Syntal.     "John  was 
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here  as  early  as  173G,  when  he  was  only  twenty  one 
years  old,  as  he  purchased  that  year  a  warehouse  on 
L()n<:^  Wliarf.  This  early  purchase  indicates  that  he 
brought  considerable  means  with  him ;  and  besides 
he  continued  to  own  property  in  his  native  city  till 
his  death,  ])equeathing  it  to  the  sons  o£  his  brother 
Joseph  who  remained  behind."  Jacob  came  to 
America  some  seven  years  later  as  we  learn  from  a 
letter  of  their  sister  Rebecca  (Rowe)  Robins  dated 
"  Exon  June  1"'  178-1."  Writin^,^  to  Jacob,  but  re- 
ferriiii;*to  John,  she  says  "  What  a  pleasure  would  it 
be  to  see  a  13ro.  after  seven  &  forty  year "  !  & 
adds  '•  You  have  been  wanting*  forty  year."  In  a 
much  earlier  letter  l)efore  her  marriage  dated 
"  Exon  Aug.  20^''  1751  "  she  writes  "  In  our  early 
days  we  were  indeed  blest  bevond  measure.  But 
then  how  soon  Avas  it  blasted.  I  never,  I  thank  God, 
set  my  mliid  on  Riches."  W"  Syntal  Rowe  came  to 
Boston  In  174!)  or  50  but  onlv  remained  on  a  visit 
to  his  brothers,  sailing  thence  to  Oporto  where  he 
went  Into  business.  Jacob  moved  later  to  Quebec 
«S:  became  asst.  commissary-general.  After  his 
brotber  John's  death  he  returned  to  Boston.  His 
descendants,  thnnigh  his  son  John,  the  "Jack"  of 
the  Diary  are  the  only  members  of  the  family  known 
to  be  In  this  country. 

John  Rowe  and  his  wife  were  doubtless  buried 
(though  no  record  of  interment  is  preserved)  in  his 
vault  under  the  iirst  Trinity  Church,  a  wooden 
building;  and  the  vault  Is  not  supposed  to  have 
been  disturbed  by   the  subseipient  construction  of 
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the  stone  e(lilie(^.  Tlie  vaults  were  beliii*-  cleared 
at  the  time  of  the  lire  oi*  1^^72;  and  the  renuiins 
found  in  Rowe's  are  probably  among*  the  "  un- 
knoAVii  "  Avhich  Avere  then  removed  to  the  Trinity 
Church  tomb  in  Mt.  Auburn  Cemeterv. 

John  Howe  Avas  married  in  IT-lo  to  Hannah 
Speakman,  who  survived  him  eig'hteen'  years,  dyin<j^ 
Julv  1),  180."),  at  the  a<:*e  of  eit»'htv.^  Her  sister  was 
the  ih'st  wife  of  Kalph  Inman,  the  Caml)ridi;'e 
Loyalist,  with  whose  family  Uowe  continued  always 
to  be  very  intimate.  The  sisters  are  said  to  have 
been  twins.  Rowe  bou<»]it  in  IKM  the  estate  on 
the  north  side  of  Pond  Lane,  now  Bedford  Street, 
where  he  lived  till  his  death,  and  where  his  widow 
remained  till  her  death.  The  year  after  his  pur- 
chase he  pulled  down  the  house  he  found  statullng" 
there  on  the  north  side  of  the  lane,  and  built  a  lu'w 
one,  into  which  he  nu)ved  Oct.  1(),  17(>().  Tlils 
house  with  o-nunids  about  it  was  sold  In  ISIT  by 
Rowe's  heirs  to  Judge  William  Trescott;*"  and  here 
he  and  his  son  the  historian  lived.  It  was  de- 
molished in  L'^l;").  Rowe  owned  a  considerable 
tract,  measuring  nearly  three  acres,  known  as 
"  Rowe's  Pasture."  Without  attempting  to  define 
its  limits  accurately,  it  may  be  sal<l  in  a  general 
way  that  it  extended  from  Bedford  Street  to  Lssex 
Street,  with  Washington  (then  Newbury)  ami 
Kiniiston  streets  as  western  and  eastern   limits,  not,

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however,  touching  Washhigton  Street  at  any  point, 
and  small  lots  belon«^ing  to  other  people  perhaps 
jutting'  in  here  and  there.  On  this  ample  tract  he 
raised,  as  his  Diary  shows,  crops  of  hay  and  vege- 
tables, and  pastured  sheep  and  cattle.  lie  owned 
houses  and  lots  on  the  south  side  ol;  Essex  Street  as 
well  as  in  other  parts  of  the  town  ;  and  one  of  his 
wharves  still  bears  his  name.  lie  owned  property 
in  other  towns, —  Dighton,  Plymouth,  IMalden, 
Medl'ord,  Gloucester,  JNIilton,  llardwick,  Stough- 
ton,  Grafton,  Shelburne,  Deeriield,  and  also  in 
Ilarti'ord  and   Woodstock,  Connecticut. 

Ivowe  became  one  of  the  foremost  merchants  of 
Boston.  The  '*  Massachusetts  Centinel,"  in  noting 
his  death,  calls  him  "  an  eminent  merchant  of  this 
place."  John  Adams  ^  names  him  among  the  very, 
rich  men  with  whom  he  had  ])een  ac(juainted  in  the 
way  of  ])usincss,  placing  him  among  those  who  had 
ac(piired  wealth  by  their  own  industry, —  unlike 
I  lancock,  15o\vdoin,  and  Pitts,  who  had  acquired  it 
by  descent  or  marriage.  His  ships  traversed  the 
ocean,  and  ran  alonii'  the  coast.  One  of  them 
carried  .losiali  (iuiiu*y,  Jr.,  to  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  in  Fe])ruarv,   ITTo. 

His  imported  nu'rchandise  was  miscellaneous, 
nu'cting  the  wants  of  the  people  of  that  day.  We 
get  glimpses  of  what  it  was  here  and  there.  On 
j\hiy  ol,  17().'),  his  '"warehouse  fell  in  Avitli  iish." 
He  dealt  largely  in  salt.  On  July  o,  17G7,  a 
(jiinntity  of    silk    stockings,   ribbons,  Spanish   silk,

and  Indian  and  Eno-lisli  talVetys  were  stolen  at  nig'lit 
from  liis  store.  The  Britisli  troops,  when  evacuat- 
ing Boston  in  iMarch,  1770,  toolv  from  him  "  hnens, 
checks,  cloths,  and  woolens,"  <;()()ds  of  the  value  of 
2200  pounds  sterlin<>-.  ]Mrs.  Conniiodore  Hood 
^^sited  his  store,  Dec.  8,  1708,  and  hoii<;ht  twenty-' 
four  yards  of  superlhie  silk. 

A  vessel  (probably  Rowe's)  arrives,  July  22,  1707, 
from  Madeira  with  seventy  j)I})es  of  wine.  Gover- 
nor Hutchinson's  accounts'  show  a  purchase,  . I uly 
19,  1770,  of  Kowe  of  a  quarter  cask  of  port-wine 
for  eii;'lit  pounds.  He  was  the  owner  of  one  of  the 
tea-ships,  th()u<;*h  in  history  less  is  said  of  his  cari;'o 
than  of  Francis  Uotch's,  which  arriving;' iirst  was  the 
first  to  be  dealt  with.  Until  the  conflict  between 
the  Colonies  and  the  mother  country  became  one  of 
force,  he  was  largely  purveyor  for  the  Ku^lish  licet, 
which  was  rarely  absent  alto<j;"ether  from  the  harbor. 
He  was  one  of  the  Proprietors  of  Lonj;"  Wharf,  — 
that  ancient  corporation  In  which  leadlnt;' uu'rchants 
like  Hancock,  Winslow,  Oliver,  Wells,  and  Boutineau 
were  shareholders.  He  was  also  one  of  the  Pro- 
prietors of  Point  Shirley. 

Rowe's  sentiments  in  relation  to  the  controversy 
with  Great  l>rltaln  were  those  of  a  nioderate,  hold- 
ing- in  this  respect  the  same  position  as  that  of  his 
relatives,  intimate  friends,  and  the  mass  of  his  fellow- 
merchants.  He  was  a  public-spirited  citizen,  and 
wished  well  to  his  town  and  colonv,  no  one  more  so. 
He    was   as   strongly   opposed   as   any    to  the    new

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restrictions  on  trade  which  the  parent  country  had 
put  in  force,  and  generally  he  was  not  in  sympathy 
with  its  repressive  policy.^  He  served  on  committees 
appointed  by  the  town  or  by  merchants  to  set  forth 
the  <;Tievances  of  the  Colony,  sometimes  willingly 
and  sometimes  not  so  willingly.  He  was  a  member 
of  a  committee,  Sept.  18,  17G5  (Otis,  chairman),  to 
express  tlie  thanks  of  the  town  to  Conway  and  Barre 
for  "  their  noble,  generous,  and  patriotick  speeches  " 
in  Parliament,  and  served  on  siniilar  committees, 
April  21,  17()(),  Dec.  4,  17(37,  and  March  14,  1708, 
—  the  last  ])eing  ap[)ointed  for  a  recognition  of  John 
Dickinson's  ''  Farmer's  Letters."  He  served  on  a 
committee,  Dec.  18, 17().')  (Samuel  Adams,  chairman), 
.  to  protest  against  the  shutting  up  of  the  courts ;  on 
committees,  Nov.  20,  Dec.  17  and  21,  17(57,  and 
June  15  and  17,  17G8,  to  instruct  the  representa- 
tives ;  on  a  committee,  Oct.  28,  17(37,  of  which  he 
was  chairman,  to  prevent  importations,  particularly 
of  foreign  superfluities,  and  encounige  dcmiestic  pro- 
duce and  manufactures;  on  a  large  C(mimittee,  June 
11,  17()8,  to  wait  on  Governor  Bernard  with  a 
petition  for  the  redress  of  grievances;  and  on  a 
connnittee,  September  12  of  the  same  year,  to  wait 
on  the  Governor  and  in(piire  as  to  tlie  reported 
coming  of  troops  to  Boston,  and  to  recommend 
measures  reijuired  in  the  emergency.  He  signed, 
Sept.  11,  17()8,  as  one  of  the  selectmen,  an  address

He  was  eliairnuin  of  a  eonnuittee, 
in  June,  ITTi),  to  fix  the  priees  of  mereliandise,  and 
to  bring  t(>  punishment  olVenders  against  the  Act 
proliibiting  monopolies  and  forestalling.^  As  ehair- 
man  of  a  merehants'  eonnuittee,  he  signed,  June  22, 
1771),  in  its  behalf  a  eonnnunieation  to  Congress, 
testifying  their  patriotie  devotion,  and  reprobating 
the  attem])t  of  "sordid  and  un[)rlncipled  Avretches  " 
to  de[)reeiate  the  paper  eurrency  by  whicli  in(lej)en- 
denee  had  l)een  almost  secured,  and  '^  to  force  a 
eurrency  of  gold  and  silver  on  its  ruins."  This 
document  also  expresses  "anxiety  for  the  security  of 
that  important  staple,  the  lishery,"  as  the  main  sup- 
port of  the  future  commerce  of  the  Northern  States. 
Congress,  on  receiving  the  ])etition,  passed  a  resolu- 
tion of  thanks,  duly  27,  177i),  wliich  was  communi- 
cated to  tbe  committee  by  Klbrid<»e  Gerry,  .hnues 
Lovell,  and  Samuel  Holten,  tlien  nu'nd)ers  from 
i\hissacliusetts. 

l^)^ve,  however,  wliile  considering  tlu'  conduct 
oF  the  British  goyernment  impolitic  and  harsb,  was 
indisposed  to  carry  opj)osition  Iteyond  argunuMit, 
appeal,  and  protest ;  and  at  no  time  did  lie  Favor 
measures  lookinti*  to  Forcible  resistance  and  ind(;- 
pendence.  His  position  is  misconceived  when  he  is 
classed  witli  tlie  "Patriots," — tlu*  party  who  sup- 
ported separation  from  the  motlier  country,  and 
had  in  view  the  use  of  force  outside  oF  law  to  j)ro-

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mote  that  end}  He  did  not  join  the  patriotic  ex- 
odus from  Boston  Avhen  the  sie<^e  began,  preferring 
to  remain  in  order  to  protect  his  property.^  This 
may  have  counted  against  hhn  Avith  the  Patriots ; 
for  Avlien  after  tlie  British  evacuation  he  proposed 
to  join  in  tlie  ceremonies  for  the  interment  of  Dr. 
Warren,  a  hrotlier  Mason,  he  encountered  rude 
treatment  from  the  populace,  and  found  it  prudent 
to  witlidraw.  J  lis  close  relations  -with  the  family  of 
(Japtain  .John  Linzee,  an  English  navy  officer,  must 
have  made  him  an  object  of  suspicion.  The  poj)U- 
lar  feeling  was,  however,  soothed  in  time  by  his 
amiable  manners,  the  uood  ollices  he  freely  dis- 
tributed  among  his  townsmen,  his  active  service  on 
a  rclii'f  committee,  and  his  general  usefulness  as  a 
citizen  ;  so  that  before  peace  was  reached  he  was 
elected  a  representative  to  the  General  Court.  The 
lo()tin<»'  and  nillaiiinii"  attendin<r  the  close  of  the 
British  occu])ation,  in  which  he  was  a  sulferer,  must 
have  senslblv  cooled  his  attachment  to  the  country 
of  his  birth. 

The  words  '^  who  knows  how  tea  will  mino^le  with

Rowe  Avas  chikUess ;  but  his  liouse  was  well  Idled 
with  youni»'  people, —  his  wife's  nephews  the  Speak- 
mans,  her  nephew  George  Innian  (aiul  his  cousin  John 
Innian)  and  lier  nieces  Sarah  and  Susanna  Tnman. 
The  last-named  was  adopted  by  him,  and  called 
familiarly  "  Sncky  "  in  his  Diary/  Born  March  2)>, 
17;')4,  she  married,  Se[)t.  1,  1772,  at  the  a<;*e  of 
eighteen.  Captain  John  Linzee,  then  connnantling  the 
British  warship  "  Beaver,"  brother  of  Ca})tain,  after- 
ward Kear-Admiral,  Robert  Lin/.ee,  and  also  of 
Admiral  Samuel  Hood's  wife."  He  had  been  an 
hdbftNc  for  three  years  at  Rowe's  house,  where  she 
was  livinii'.  Rowe  was  very  fond  of  her,  and  the 
day  after  her  marriage  gave  her  husband  written 
authority  to  draw  on  him  every  New  Year's  Day  for 
twenty  pounds  sterling ;  and  his  will,  as  well  as  his 
wife's,  provided  liberally  for  her  and  her  children. 
Three  days  after  her  wedding  he  records:   ^' Cai)t.

The  late  William  Aniory,  of  IJoston,  ownetl  tlu'  portraits  of 
Captain  John  and  Mrs.  Lin/e*',  Ids  i^rrandfather  and  ^'landinot  her, 
and  also  of  3Irs.  Lin/.ee's  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kalph  lnman;and 
tliey  remain  with  the  Amory  family. 
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Lin  zee  sailed  this  forenoon  and  carried  my  dear 
Siicky  with  him ;  I  wish  them  happy  tog-ether." 
Ahsent  for  nearly  three  years,  they  arrived  in  Boston 
Easter  Sunday,  April  IG,  1775,  in  the  "  Falcon," 
which  he  was  then  commandin<^,  hringingwith  them 
their  first-horn,  Samuel  Hood  Linzee,  the  future 
admiral,  ])()rn  Dec.  27,  1773.  Rowe  brought  the 
three  to  his  house  tlie  same  day.  Linzee  was  just  in 
time  to  take  part  in  the  first  armed  conflict  of  the 
Revolution.  On  April  19,  177i">,  Rowe  records: 
"  Capt.  Linzee  and  Capt.  Collins  in  two  small  armed 
vessels  were  ordered  to  bring  oil'  the  troops  to  Bos- 
ton, but  Lord  Percy  and  Gcnerall  Smith  thought 
proper  to  encamp  on  Bunker  Hill  this  night."  The 
fact  of  this  order  has  escaped  the  attention  of  his- 
torians. Linzee  had  also  on  the  20th  an  engage- 
ment with  the  American  troops  below  Cambridge 
bridge. 

iNlrs.  Linzee  and  her  child  remained  for  the  next 
nine  months  with  Rowe,  or  with  her  father  then 
livinjj  in  town, —  her  husband  while  active  on  dutv 
beinc:  with  her  from  time  to  time.  He  was  at  Rowe's 
house  at  dinner  and  for  the  evening  on  the  day  be- 
fore ami  the  dav  after  the  battle  of  Lexinoton,  and 
was  there  each  day  till  his  next  sailing,  May  l,from 
Boston  ;  and  now  and  then  till  after  the  siege  his 
presence  at  Rowe's  liouse  is  recorded.^  He  com- 
manded, June  11),  the  "  Falcon,"  one  of  the  six 
vessels  which  cannonaded   the   American   works  on

Bunker  Hill.  He  sailed,  Jim.  20,  177(>,  In  tlie 
"  Falcon  ''  for  Enoliuul,  tiikiiii;'  his  ^vIfe,  his  son,  and 
infant  dan^Iiter  Hannah,  horn  in  IJoston,  and  also 
his  hrother-in-law  Georiiv  linnan.  Later  he  com- 
nianded  the  "  Pearl "  ;  and  after  the  war,  as  com- 
mander of  the  ''  renelone,"  he  was  in  Boston  llarhor, 
Sept.  i),  17i)0,  and  a})[)Hed  to  Governor  Hancock  for 
permission  to  enter  the  harhor  with  his  sliij),  olVerini;* 
to  lire  a  salute  and  expecting"  one  in  return.  Han- 
cock's answer  is  not  known,  hut  it  was  certainly  one 
of  consent;  for  it  appears  that  the'*  Peneh)[)e"  sailed 
from  Boston,  Septend)er  17,  leavint;",  however,  its 
commander  hehind, 'Mvin<»'  very  dani>erously  ill  oi'  a 
fever  at  his  house  in  this  town."  ^  He  recovered, 
and  resumed  his  command.  His  wife  with  her 
children  ahout  this  time  made  her  way  to  Boston, 
and  occupied  a  house  on  Essex  Street,  l)e(pieathed 
to  her  hy  Kowe,  suhject  to  his  wife's  life  estate, 
whence,  accordins;*  to  a  letter  of  her  hushand,  still 
preserved,"  there  was  an  open  walk  across  the  Held 
to  Mrs.  Itowe's  house  on  Poiul  Laiu».  Lin  zee  re- 
sio-ned  his  commission  in  17iM,  and  joined  his  wlDr 
in  Boston.  She  died  a  year  later,  at  the  ail'eoF 
thirty-nine,  the  mother  of  nine  childien.  He  re- 
moved to  ALlton,  to  a  house  near  the  hrldi^e  over 
the  Neponset  Klver,  where,  accoidini;'  to  tradition 
and  Sanuiel  Breck's  ^'  Iiccollcctlons,"  lu;  lived  an 
eccentric  and  lonely  life,  dvlniJ*,  in  171>S,  at  the  aii'e 
of    fifty-six.      His   eldest   son,  the   adtnlral,   has  de-

-Soinc  of  Captain  Liii/cc's  let  tcis  arc  in  the  iiossfssioii  of  his

name.  His  other  ehildren  remained  in  this  country  ; 
and  some  of  their  descendants  bearing*  his  name 
live  in  or  near  Boston.  From  Captain  Linzee's 
eldest  dau<;'hter,  born  in  Boston,  descended  a  branch 
of  tlie  Boston  Amorvs,  one  of  Avhom  became  the 
ulfe  of  William  II.  Prescott,  <j^randson  of  Colonel 
William  Prescott ;  and  thus  in  the  historian's  de- 
scendants is  united  the  blood  of  condiatants  on 
o])|)()site  sides  on  the  memorable  June  17,  1775. 
Tiieir  swords  crossed  are  a  possession  of  this  So- 
ciety.    (Mass"^  Hist.  Society.)

Jack  went  to  Rev.  M'  NIeholls  school  at  Salem 
and  later  (that  school  heliii;'  hroken  up  soon  al'ter 
the  battle  of  Lexing'ton)  removed  to  the  school  of 
Rev.  Phillips  Payson  at  Chelsea. 

Rowe  held  various  trusts  and  oflices.  lie  was 
treasurer  of  the  Charitahle  Society,  aiul  spent  many 
evening's  at  its  meetings.  From  IT.IO  (his  connec- 
tion with  the  order  began  some  years  earlier)  till  his 
death  he  held  hiiih  oflices  In  the  ^lasonlc  fraternity,

and  In  170S  became  Grand  Master  of  the  order  in 
North  Anu'rica.  H\v  lodge  In  l)«)ston  suspended 
its  regular  nu^etlngs  April  P.),  177"),  till  It  was  called 
together  in  1787  to  attend  his  f unei'al ;  and  a  few 
months  afterwards  it  resumed  Its  sessions. 

Rowe  often  served  by  the  choice  of  town-meet- 
ings  on  Important  business  committees  (Aug.  2(), 
17G5 ;  Jan.  7,  ^hiy  7,  17(>());  was  once  at  least 
moderator  (^hirch  oO,  1771);  served  as  one  of  the 
lire-wards,  whose  meetings  he  often  nuMitlons ;  was 
sometimes  overseer  of  the  poor  ;  and  was  selectman 
for   the    years    17G(>,   17G7,  and   17GS,  declining  a 
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re-election  in  Marcli,  17G9.  He  was  a  candidate 
for  Kejiresentative  at  the  election  in  May,  1765, 
wlien  he  failed,  receiving  238  votes, —  James  Otis, 
who  was  chosen,  receiving  388,  and  the  other  suc- 
cessful candidates,  Thacher,  Gushing,  and  Gray,  a 
still  larger  number.  At  the  special  election  in 
vSeptemher,  17G5,  for  filling  tlie  vacancy  caused  by 
the  death  of  Oxen])ridge  Thaclier,  there  was  no 
choice  on  the  first  ballot, —  the  vote  being  Samuel 
Adams  247,  Kowe  137,  Jolni  Ruddock  110,  and 
John  Hancock  -10.  Adams  was  chosen  on  the  next 
ballot,  and  this  was  the  beginning  of  his  legislative 
career.  The  next  iMay,  Kowe,  who  had  301),  was 
defeated  by  Hancock,  who  had  437, —  Otis,  Cush- 
ini!*,  and  Adams  receivinir  each  between  six  and 
seven  hundred.^  The  story  is,  as  told  by  Gordon 
in  his  History,-  that  Adams  promoted  the  election 
of  Hancock,  savin <'',  when  Kowe\s  name  was  men- 
tioned  for  the  place,  and  })()inting  at  the  same  tune 
to  Hancock's  house,  "Is  there  not  another  John 
that  may  do  better?"  This  piece  of  gossip,  which 
has  been  much  copied,'^  is  (piite  untrustworthy. 
It  is  not  uidikelv,  however,  that  Adams  threw  his 
influence  a<]["ainst  Kowe,  not  thinkini»:  him  earnest 
enough  for  the  work  in  hand,  or  perhaps  picpied  by 
his  rivalry  at  the  special  election.  Iiowe  was  again 
unsuccessful  in   1707,  when   he   received  only   134

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votes;  and  lie  was  not  afterwards  a  candidate  for  a 
•  considerable  period,  lie  was,  however,  chosen  a 
niemher  for  the  years  1780-1781.  As  a  member 
in  1780  (beino-  chosen  also  at  the  election  In  Octo- 
ber), he  to.ok  part  in  the  Inan<;'nration  of  the  State 
Constitntion.  He  failed  of  a  re-election  in  1781, 
Avhen  there  were  several  candidates,  Samuel  Adams 
hd'adlno'  the  list ;  but  Adams,  already  chosen  a 
Senator,  elected  to  i»'()  to  the  hii>her  chand)er,  and 
at  a  special  electio!i  (dune  1*2)  Rowe  received  oOO 
out  of  »)i'l  votes  cast.^  Whv  Adams,  chosen  a  Sen- 
ator  a  few  weeks  before,  was  j)laeed  on  the  I\e})re- 
sentatlve  ticket,  particularly  as  his  subscMpient  choice 
between  the  two  ollices  shows  that  he  did  not  wish 
to  ii'o  to  the  House,  is  not  easily  understood. 

liowe  was  o'reatlv  Interested  In  Trinity  Church, 
connectitiLl"  himself  with  It  somewhere  between  1711 
and  1711, —  probably  In  17b*),  at  the  time  ot*  his 
marrlasiv,  when  it  was  onlv  eiiiht  years  old."-  Late 
in  that  year  he  boui^ht  pew  82,  as  appears  by  the 
records.  His  wife's  relatives  the  Speakmans  apj)ear 
to  have  been  connected  with  it  I'rom  the  iirst.  I'he 
subscription  list,  o[)en  from  1711  to  1711  for  Its 
organ,  bears  his  name  with  twenty  pounds  annexed 
to  it.  He  was  chosen  a  vestrvmau  in  1700,  and 
continued  to  be  one  till  his  death,  except  for  one  (u* 
two  years  (177()-1777),  when  he  was  warden.  He 
became  a  eommunlcant  In  17(i().

^vllen  ill,  or  troubled  in  spirit,  or  the  ])arber  failed 
to  come ;  notes  ahvays  the  text,  Avhich  he  copies  at 
leni»ih  ;  follows  closely  the  sermons,  wliich  he  re- 
marks upon  as  "  very  clever,"  "  very  elegant," 
"  most  excellent,''  "  delig'htf  ul,"  "  sensible,"  ^^  se- 
rious," "  very  polite,"  ''  patlietic  and  movin;;'," 
"  metaphysical,"  or  "  well  d(divered."  He  has 
much  to  say  of  parish  all'airs, —  Mr.  Banister's 
ejectment  suit  against  the  church  (Dec.  »j1,  17G-1; 
Jan.  2,  Feb.  18,  ^NLircli  10,  IK).")),  l)elng  appointed 
(.Ian.  (),  Mi)^))  on  the  church  connnittee  in  relation 
to  it ;  the  crackin<;"  of  the  church's  bell  (March  (5, 
177-1 ),  which  was  o-Ivcn  a  few  months  later  (October 
2)  to  a  sister  church  in  Norwich,  Conn. ;  the  collec- 
tions for  the  poor  at  Christmas  (  i!  100  8.s'.,  old 
tenor,  Dec.  2."),  177.'));  the  ralslni;*  of  the  minister's 
salary  (April  ;",  17(>.'));  tlie  new  ori;'an  in  1770 
(October;")  and  Decend)crO);  tlie  ])roposed  altera- 
tion of  the  church  (.Inly  20,  1772),  as  to  which 
he  re<;"rets  to  see  the  gentlemen  so  indiirerent  ;  the 
convention  of  the  K})lscopal  cler<i^y  (June  17, 1707) ; 
the  death  of  l\cv.  William  Hooper,  who  ex[)lred  in- 
stantaneously in  his  'garden,  April  11,  1707,  ''  to 
the  <;'reat  L;rief  and  sorrow  of  his  peo})le  and  the  loss 
of  his  i'ajnily,"  wliom  Iiowe  calls  his  own  "most 
valuable  and  wortliv  and  never  to  be  foriiotten 
friend";  and  the  contribution  of  .£2.")o  for  "  good 
^Irs.  Hooper,"  Ahiy  lo,  177(). 
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Rowe  was  the  intlinute  friend  of  the  successive 
ministers,  Hooper,  AValter,  Parker,  and  of  their 
families  as  well.  Their  evenings,  particularly  Sun- 
day evenings,  were  often  passed  at  his  house,  lie 
''  smoaked  a  pipe,"  .June  1 1, 170'"),  with  Mr.  Hooper. 
Mr.  Parker,  in  reco<;nItIon  of  his  uniCorni  kindness, 
named  a  son  for  him  ;  and  Howe,  In  recoii^nitlon  of 
the  friendship,  heipieathed  a  lei^'acy  to  the  father 
and  an  estate  on  Pond  Lane  to  tlie  son,  his  name- 
sake. He  was  a  peacemaker,  composlni;'  dillerences 
between  ministers,  as  when  Mr.  Walter  on  one 
occasion  took  umhraii'e  at  some  behavior  of  Mr. 
Hooper  (July  ^*f>f  10,  170;")).  The  clergy  would 
have  a  sunnier  life  if  all  parishioners  were  as 
friendlv  critics  of  their  sermons  as  was  he, —  when, 
for  instance,  he  wrote,  Aug.  ^'>,  177»\,  '*  Mr.  Walter 
shines  more  and  more  in  his  preaching,"  and,  a 
week  later,  "  he  Is  so  good  a  man  that  my  pen 
cannot  describe  his  virtues." 

Now  and  then  a  stranger  clergyman  appears.  On 
June  9,  17();'),  "The  Kev.  Mr.  Cooper,  President  of 
the  Colledge  at  New  York,  preached."  The  record 
for  May  10,  1772,  is,  '^  Mr.  Thompson  of  Scltuate 
read  prayers  and  preached  [in  tlie  morning  and  the 
afternoon].  .  .  .   Both  tliese  sermons  were  honestly 


desiii'ned  but  verv  lengthy." 


Nearly  a  year  after  Mr.  Hooper's  death,  April  4, 
1708,  Rev.  William  Walter  was  chosen  unanimously 
liis  successor,^  with   a  salary  of  LKi  pounds  sterling,

to  Mrs.  Hooper. 

Rowe  took  especial  interest  in  the  calling  of  new 
ministers,  and  a  good  voice  seems  to  have  been  an 
essential  recpiisite  in  a  candidate.  Dec.  7,  1777, 
a  "  young  gentleman  from  Andover,"  who  had  been 
recommended  for  assistant,  "  read  prayers  in  the 
cl lurch  this  morninj^  to  several  of  us  tliat  we  mi<rht 
judge  of  his  voice,  and  I  tliink  he  has  a  pleasant  and 
agrcealjle  voice."  Oct.  5,  1773,  Rev.  Samuel 
Parker  of  Portsmouth  read  several  chapters  privately 
in  the  church  to  "  tlie  gentlemen  of  the  vestry  " 
to  show  wliat  his  voice  was.  lie  was  found  to 
liave  "  a  good  voice,"  aiul  to  read  "  with  propriety  "  ; 
"  was  much  liked,"  and  the  wardens  and  vestry 
"were  all  of  them  for  him"  as  assistant  (October 
7,  10).  lie  sailed  for  England,  Nov.  G,  1773,  for 
ordination,  and  arrived  home  May  IG,  1771. 
Rowe's  record  for  May  22  is  that  he  tlien  "  preached 
for  the  first  time  from  12*1'  Psalm  and  the  1'^  verse 
a  sensible,  good  discourse,  and  very  well  delivered 
for  his  hi'st  time  of  preaching." 

The  parting  of  the  ways  was  at  hand.  Mr.  Parker 
informed  the  wardens  and  vestry,  July  18,  177G, 
tliat  he  could  not  witli  safety  perform  the  entire  ser- 
vice as  ])cfore,  that  he  was  interrupted  the  previous 
Lord's  Dav  wIumi  reading*  the  pravers  for  the  Kin^;;, 
and  that  he  had  received  threats  of  interruption  and 
insult  in  case  of  a  repetition,  and  was  fearful  of 
(bnnage  to  the  church  ;  and  be  desired  counsel  and 
advice.     Tlu'  wanhuis  and  vestry  decided  (the  pro- 
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prietors  concun'ino-)^  as  the  only  altoriiativ^e  for 
sliuttiii<»'  up  tlie  churcli,  in  view  of  the  temper  and 
spirit  of  tlie  people,  to  recjuest  the  minister  to  omit 
the  part  of  the  lltiir<>'y  wliieh  related  to  the  Kinj^' ; 
and  Mr.  Parker  aeted  aecordlniilv. 

Mr.  Walter  left  for  En<>land  in  177().  The  pro- 
prietors, April  10,  177(),  invested  Mr.  Parker,  the 
assistant  minister,  for  one  year  with  all  the  powers 
of  ineund)ent  minister.  Tliiee  vears  afterwards  they 
voted,  June  l.'>,  1771),  after  correspondence  with  Mr. 
Parker,  that  "the  church  lias  not  an  iiicumhcnt 
minister,  12  yeas,  1  nays."  Two  of  the  proprietors, 
Colonel  Hatch  and  Mr.  Pethune,  withdrew  hel'ore 
the  vote.  A  week  later  Mr,  Parker  was  clioscn  in- 
eund)ent  minister  at  a  salary  of  three  pounds  sterhiii;" 
a  week;  and  after  some  rellectlon  on  the  propriety 
of  takinii"  the  i)lace  in  view  of  his  friendly  relations 
with  Mr.  Walter,  heacce[)ted,  July  2r>.^  Some  iih'a 
of  tlie  condition  of  the  church  shortly  after  the  siei;-e 
had  ended  may  he  had  from  Kowe's  entry  May  -<>, 
177(3:  "Mr.  Parker  preached  a  well  adapted  and 
good  discourse.  I  stai<l  at  the  sacrament  this  day, 
ahout  lifty  communicants."  The  proprietors  of 
Kin<;-\s  Chapel  proposed,  April  1,  1770,  in  view  of 
the  lina.ncial  dilllculty  in  keeping;-  hotli  churches 
open,  a  united  service  at  the  Chapel  Tor  hoth 
churches,  with  Mr.  Parker  as  the  minister;  hut 
Trinity  Church  (liowe  heini;'  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee) declined  to  sus[)eud  their  own  services.

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Rowe,  while  a  loyal  Episcopalian,  was  observant 
of  what  was  l^oino*  on  in  other  denominations,  some- 
times attending-  their  special  services,  as  the  installa- 
tion of  llev.  Samnel  Blair,  in  Dr.  Sewall's  Meeting 
House,  Nov.  11),  ITGG,  where  Mr.  Pemberton  prayed 
and  iNIr.  Blair  preached ;  the  ordination  of  Rev. 
Simeon  Howard  at  the  West  Church,  ^lay  G,  17G7, 
where  Dr.  Chauncy  preached,  and  ^^  before  and  after 
tlie  ceremony  there  was  an  anthem  sun<^ " ;  the 
preacliinj^  of  an  Indian  minister,  Mr.  Occum  (Aug. 
22,  1773),  at  JNIr.  ^loorhead's,  the  Presbyterian 
churcli  in  Long  Lane,  afterwards  Federal  Street ; 
the  election  sermon  of  Rev.  Mr.  Sliute  of  lliniiham 
(May  2."),  17GS), — ^^a  very  long  sermon,  being  an 
hour  and  forty  minutes."  The  entry  July  0,  17GG, 
is  :  "  This  morning  about  five  of  clock  the  Rev''  Dr. 
Mavhew  died  much  lamented  bv  ji'reat  numbers  of 
people."  These  seem  to  have  been  the  best  days 
of  the  (Quakers  in  Boston,  who  had  had  a  place  of 
worshi[)  in  the  town  for  more  than  a  hundred  years. 
Rowe  notes,  July  21,  17G1):  "This  afternoon 
Mrs.  Rachel  Willson,  the  famous  Quaker  preacher, 
preached  in  Faneuil  Hall  to  at  least  twelve  hundred 
})eople  ;  she  seems  to  be  a  woman  of  good  under- 
standing." 

A  very  interesting  religious  event  of  this  period 
in  Massachusetts  was  the  visit  of  the  most  renowned 
evan<2'elist  of  modern  times,  Georii'e  Whitefield. 
These  were  his  last  days;  he  was  to  sleep  in  the 
land  he  loved  so  well ;  and  his  sepulchre  is  where 
his   voice  was  last  heard  calling  sinners  to  repent- 
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ance.  lie  came  to  us  in  the  midst  of  threat  excite- 
ment  on  public  all'airs ;  and  it  is  pleasant  to  think 
of  him  that  our  fathers  had  his  sympathies,  and  that 
in  the  last  letter  he  is  known  to  have  Avritten,  just  a 
week  before  his  death,  he  said  feelingly :  "  Toor 
New  Eno'land  is  much  to  be  pitied,  l^oston  most  of 
all.  How  falsely  misre})resented ! "  Whiteiield 
came  from  Wrentham  to  Boston  Aui;'.  11,  1770. 
lie  preached  at  the  old  North  Church  tlie  l^lth,  at 
Dr.  SewalFs  the  IGth,  at  Dr.  Eliot's  the  17th,  at 
iMr.  Pemberton's  the  18th,  at  the  New  North 
(Dr.  Eliot's)  the  2()th,  at  Dr.  Sewall's  the  21st 
and  22d,  at  the  New  North  tlie  2:5d,  at  Dr.  Sewall's 
the  2-1  th,  at  Caml)rid<;'e  the  27th,  at  Cliarlcstown  the 
28th,'  at  the  Old  South  the  2!)th,  at  the  New  North 
the  oOth,  at  Jamaica  Plain  the  olst,  at  Milton  Sep- 
tember 1st,  at  Uoxbury  the  2d,  at  the  OKI  South 
the  »3d  ;  and  on  the  4tli  he  set  out  for  Portsmouth. 
The  Diary  does  not  <i*ive  a  record  of  services  on 
August  IDtli,  2r>tli,  and  2()th.-  Powe  heard  him 
twice,  on  August  IGth  and  2-1  th,  and  notes  the  text 
on  both  occasions,  saying  of  the  lirst  sermon  (text 
Zechariah  ix.  12, 1st  clause),''  I  liked  his  discourse," 
and  of  the  second  (text  St.  j\hitthew  xxiio  11-K)), 
"  This  was  in  mv  ()])inion  a  clever  discourse."  Ills 
entry  Sunday,  Se})tember  oO,  is,  ''The  Pev''  Mr. 
Whitfield  died  suddenly  this  mornini>-  at  Newberry,

of  (uuj'nm  pciiioriH  ;  and  a  special  messenger  must 
have  been  despatched  to  carry  the  intelligence  to 
Boston.^ 

Among  the  pageants  of  the  town,  funeral  cere- 
monies were  the  forcMiiost.  Those  of  eminent  clergy- 
men and  lawyers  and  of  civil  or  military  ofHcers  drew 
a. multitude  of  spectators,  llev.  Dr.  ^Tayhew  was 
burled  .hdy  11,1700, —  a  day  when  the  thermom- 
eter stood  at  1)0°.  Besides  a  long  procession  of 
nuMi  and  women  on  foot,  preceding  and  following 
the  remains,  were  fifty-seven  carriages,  of  which 
sixteen  were  coaches  and  chariots, —  Dr.  Chauncy 
makiiii»"  the  ])raver  and  many  cler<>ymen  attendini'-. 
Similar  rites  accompanied,  April  17,  1707,  "  the 
mournful  funeral  of  Howe's  worthy  and  nuich 
lamented  friend,"  Rev.  Mr.  Hooper,  with  "  a  great 
concourse  and  multitude  of  people  attending  the 
solemnity  hardly  to  be  conceived,  ...  so  <j:reat  at 
the  [Trinity]  church  that  a  great  many  gentlemen 
and  ladies  could  not  uet  in.  .  .  .  Rev'^  Mr.  Walter 
])reached  a  very  pathetick  and  moving  discoiu'se." 
'^  A  great  concourse  of  pe()])le  attended  the  funeral  '* 
of  the  llev.  ]\lr.  Moorhead,  Dec.  0,  1773.  The 
funerals  of  Captain  llay  of  the  warship  "  Tamar,"

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Governor  Andrew  Oliver,  INLireli  S,  1774,  combined 
civic  and  nillitury  pomp, —  coaches,  chariots,  solenni 
music,  Hancock  and  his  Cadets,  the  lirini»"  of 
minute-g'uns,  and  tlie  presence  of  olllclals  of  hii;h 
rank.  Ilenry  Vassall's  funeral  at  Camhrld<;-e, 
March  22,  17()!),  is  descrlhed  as  "a  very  handsome 
funeral  and  a  g*reat  nund)er  of  people,  and  car- 
rlaii'es."  But  the  most  auii'ust  rites  In  honor  of  the 
dead  accompanied,  Sept.  12,  1707,  the  hurlal  of 
Jeremiah  Gridlev,  the  <»reat  lawver  of  the  Province, 
father  of  the  bar  of  Boston,  master  and  i^iilde  of 
John  Adams  In  lei»al  studies.  Grand  Master  of  the 
Masons  (lv()^ve  helui;'  then  Deputy  Grand  iNhister). 
Precedinii'  the  remains  were  the  olllcers  of  his  rei>"I- 
ment  and  one  liundred  and  sixtv-one  ^hisons  In  full

rei»*alia  and  hearinu:  the  svnd)ols  of  the  order;  and 
followini>'  them  Avere  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  i\\K} 
judg'es  and  James  Otis  as  hearers,  tlien  relatives, 
lawyers  in  tlieir  roljcs,  o'enllemen  of  the  town,  a 
o'reat  many  coaclies,  chariots,  and  clialses,  witli 
"  STU-h  a  multitude  of  spectators  as  liowe  had  never 
before  seen  since  he  had  been  In  New  l^ii<;land." 
After  the  interment  the  [)rocessI()n  returned  In  tlu» 
same  order  to  the  Town  IIou.se,  wluMice  tlu'  bodv 
had  been  taken  at  the  bet>Innin<''.  Howe  remarks  of 
the  display  :  "  T  do  not  miicli  approve  of  sncli  j>arade 
and  show  ;  but  as  It  was  his  and  his  relations'  desire, 
I  could  not  well  avoid  Li'Ivini*'  mv  consent." 

Rowe  was  a  leader  In  all  social  all'alrs.  Every 
colonial  mansion  was  open  to  him.  As  merchant, 
Mason,    member    of     clu])S,    an    olVicer    of    Trinity 
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Cliureli,  a  citizen  active  in  pn])lic  concerns,  a  leader 
in  public  and  private  festivities,  lie  knew  every  one 
in  the  town  who  was  not  alto<^"ether  obscure.  In 
liis  Diary  all  the  principal  personag'es  pass  again 
and  again  before  us,  whether  olhcial  persons  or 
conspicuous  citizens, —  Bernard,  Hutchinson,  Otis, 
Hancock,  Bowdoin,  Cusliing,  the  Quincys,  Adamses, 
Olivers,  Gridleys,  Boylstons,  Auchniutys,  Grays,  Vas- 
salls,  Pitts,  Inches,  Phillips,  Brhnnier,  Apthorp, 
Boutincau,  Goldthwait,  Swift,  Hallowell,  Timniins, 
Aniory,  all  the  leading  clergymen  and  physicians, 
and  a  hundred  more  bearin<»*  familiar  names. 
When  the  British  evacuated  Boston  at  the  end  of 
the  sieii'e,  manv  of  his  best  friends  and  some 
of  his  kinsfolk  left  also ;  and  their  names  ap[)ear 
in  Sabine's  "  Loyalists,"  and  in  Hutchinson^s  and 
Curwen's  journals,  and  in  the  records  of  confis- 
cated estates  which  we  could  wish  our  fathers  had 
not  left  us  as  subjects  of  explanation  and  apology. 

The  amount  of  si'avetv  and  feasting'  in  Boston  in  ' 
the  period  preceding  the  Revolution  appears  promi- 
nentlvin  Uowe's  Diary.  It  is  safe  to  sav  that  notli- 
lUix  like  it  exists  to-day  in  any  American  town  of  less 
than  twentv  thousand  inhabitants.  The  hour  of 
dining  was  in  the  early  afternoon,  and  that  of  the 
su[>per  in  the  evening.  Uowe  records  a  great 
number  of  private  meals,  with  names  of  guests, — 
friends,  relatives,  olUcers  of  the  army  and  navy,  or 
visitors  from  other  Colonies  or  from  Europe.  We 
<»et  only  lilimnses  of  the  menu.  French  novelties 
had  not  yet  come  into  voiiiie  ;  and  the  dishes  were 
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substaiitiiil,  mostly  Eiio'lish.  We  hear  notliino*  of 
soups;  but  turtle  (how  served  it  is  not  stated), 
venison,  and  salmon  seem  to  have  been  the  ehoie- 
est  dishes  Avhieli  eould  be  set  before  <»"uests.  The 
only  vegetable  named  is  o-reen  peas,  picked  from 
his  own  o-arden  (June  10,  17G7).  Of  the  fruits 
whieh  now  complete  a  dinner  or  <;ive  relish  to  a 
breakfast  or  tea,  nothini;-  is  said  except  tliat  at  Tn- 
man's  one  afternoon  (duly  (),  1708)  there  was  at 
tea  "a  tine  desert  of  cherrys  and  strawberries," 
the  last  doubtless  <»'r()wln<»"  wild.  '*  A  ii'ood  kir<'-e 
plumb  cake"  accompanied,  June  il,  170l>, ''a  line 
ball  and  excellent  music  in  Faneuil  Hall." 

Tlie  Diary  sii!»'i»-ests  the  beverai»es  of  the  time. 
Then,  as  in  more  nu)dern  [)eriods,  l>oston  people 
delig'hted  in  Old  Madeira.  Hutchinson,  in  his  alma- 
nao  for  1770,  iH)tes :  ^*  ,luly  ID,  paid  John  liowe 
for  a  qr.  cask  of  Port,  CS."  At  a  dinner  at 
Rowe's,  .luiv  T),  ]70r),  "  Chrlsto.  Minot  was  very 
wroth  with  Mr.  Inman  for  introducinj''  some  sterl<»'. 
i\Luleira  on  his  new  coat  from  one  of  the  Le<4h()rn 
ii'lasses  not  well  manaiivd."  May  1,  1700, -'After 
dinner  came  Capt.  Solo.  Davis  ami  Mr.  H.  Bethune 
to  drink  Welch  ale.'*  At  the  dinner  on  the  (Jueen's 
birthday  at  Concert  Hall  (,lan.  IS,  1771)  there  was 
"very  i>"ood  dancin<>'  and  ii'ood  musick,  but  very  bad 
wine  and  punch."  At  Mrs.  Cordis's  tavern  (^hu'ch 
2."),  1707)  her  patrons  "  rei;*ulated  the  price  of  wine 
and  puiu'h  with  her,  twenty  shillini^s  a  double  bowl 
])unch,  thirty  shillin<;'s  a  bottle  ^ladeira."  March  7, 
1707,  "  we  went  to  Ca})t.  Bennetsand  drank  a  bottle 
of  Madeira  with  Lewis  Gray  and  Capt.  Doble. 
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The  private  dinners  at  which  Rowe  was  host  or 
g^iiest  bring  before  us  the  pruicipal  citizens  of 
Boston  at  that  time.  One  misses  altog*ether',  in 
the  repeated  lists  of  names,  Paul  Revere,  and 
iinds  only  m  a  very  few  instances  Samuel  Adams 
sharin<;*  in  the  conviviality.  The  last-named,  with 
Hancock  and  Cushin<^,  dines  with  Rowe  May  5, 
iI7()7,  and  a<;ain  Feb.  lo,  1774,  in  company  with 
Colonel  James  Warren  of  Plymouth,  and  other 
o'ucsts,  not  of  Boston,  bearinj^  military  titles. 
Rowe  meets  Adams  at  a  dinner  at  Henderson 
Inclics's,  Jan.  7,  177^*),  in  com})any  with  the 
clero'ymen  Hunt  and  J^acon,  Ezekiel  Goldthwait, 
Ciishini!^,  and  Arnold  Wells.  Otherwise  Samuel 
Adams  is  not  traced  at  dinners  and  clubs,  except 
at  the  Fire  Club. 

liowe's  relations  as  friend  and  client  with  John 
Adams  seem  to  have  been  very  cordial,  and  the 
latter  was  as  often  in  l^>ston  life  as  his  residence 
at  (Julncy  much  of  the  time  permitted.  Rowe 
meets  ''  Mr.  Adams  of  Braintree,  lawyer,"  at 
]3racket's,  the  tavern,  Jan.  28,  17G.1,  in  company 
with  <;'entlemen  nearly  all  bearini»*  military  titles. 
At  a  mlsslnu^  point  in  Rowe's  Dhiry,  John  Adams 
enters  in  his,  Dec.  20,  17G.") :  ^  "•  Went  to  Boston  ; 
dined  with  Mr.  Rowe  in  company  with  Messrs. 
Gridlcy,  Otis,  Kent,  and  Dudley."  Rowe  has  at 
dinner,  Sept.  4,  1700,  "  Mr.  Addams  of  Braintree, 
lawyer,"  In  com})any  with  "  Mr.  Payne  of  Taun- 
ton," and  also  has   Adams   to   dine   Feb.  24,  17G7.

IJowe  dined, 
April  1,  17G7,  at  Otis's,  where  were  .Mrs.  Otis, 
Jeremiali  Gridley,  iMr.  Gi'aiit  ol'  Halifax,  Mr. 
IIuL^hes,  Andrew  Belcher,  Mr.  Amiel,  and  John 
Dennie.  lie  was  also  in  friendly  intercourse  with 
John  Hancock.

2»>,  1772),  now  and  then  bearing  titles,  as  for  in- 
stance Lord  and  Lady  William  Campbell  (Oct.  25, 
oi),  1771 ;  July  -1,  1772).  The  English  oflicers,  civil 
and  military,  were  much  in  social  request;  and  some 
of  them  had  to  seek  Kowe's  good  oflices  to  relieve 
them  from  arrest  for  debt  or  other  diihculties,  as  in 
tlie  cases  of  Sir  Tbomas  Kich  of  the  ^*  Senegal " 
(Nov.  7,  1771),  and  Captain  John  Linzee  (Aug.  2G, 
27,  28,  ol,  1772).  Iiowe  often  notes  the  sailing  or 
arrival  of  passengers,  both  English  and  American, 
to  or  from  England  ;  and  there  seems  to  have  been 
more  c(numunication  between  the  town  and  the 
motber  countrv  than  between  the  town  and  the  Col- 
onies  h'inu'  southward.  It  is  thus  easv  to  under- 
stand  how  Boston  at  an  early  day  accjuired  a  dis- 
tinctively English  stamp. 
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A  romantic  ehiii-aetoi*  appears  trauslently  in  Howe's 
pat;'es, —  Lady  Frankland  (Ai;nes  Surrlai;e),  born  in 
172G,  a  Marbleliead  i;irl,  celebrated  in  Hobnes's 
ballad,  Avlio  attracted  tbe  eve  of  Sir  Cbarles  JbMiry 
Frankland,  <;reat-<;'rands()n  of  Frances  Cromwell,  tbe 
danii'liter  of  tbe  Protector.^  lie  bad  come  to  15os- 
ton   as    royal    collector    in    1711.     Tbou^b  closely

identified  witb  KIni;''s  Cbapel  as  vestryman  in  tbe 
years  ITlo— i-1  and  17-H)-r)l,  be  was  a  benel'actor  of 
Trinity  Cliurcb,  i;ivini;',  as  appears  by  its  records, 
a  subscription  for  its  iirst  oriL;"an  wblcb  was  exceeded 
only  by  tbe  amounts  contributed  by  Peter  Faneuil 
and  Henry  Vassall.  Besides  bis  city  bouse  next  to 
llutcbinson's,  be  bouLi'bt,  as  is  well  known,  an 
estate  in  llopkinton,  now  Asbland,  wbere  be  [)laced 
bis  mistress,  wbom  several  years  afterwards  be  mar- 
ried  at  Lisbon,  in  <;"i'atitude  for  ber  bavini;'  rescued 
bim  at  tbe  time  of  tbe  eartlupiake  in  17");").  Sir 
Henry  and  Ladv  Frankland  were  ai»ain  in  Boston  in 
17.")0,  and  tbey  entertained  tbe  liowes  and  Inmans 
dan.  20,  17.')7.  Tbey  left  tbe  country  Feb.  2.'), 
17.")8. 

Once  or  twice  more  Franklaiul  came  to  ]>oston, 
and  returnint!"  to  iMiHand  died  near  Batb,  Jan.  11, 
1708.  llij  was  accom])anied  by  Ilenrv  Cromwell, 
said  to  be  bis  natural  son,  born  in  February,  1711, 
before  bis  ac(piaintance  witb  tbe  Marblebead  i;irl 
wliom  be  took  Avitb   bim  to  Boston  and   llo[)kinton.

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A    few    months   after   her    husband's  death    Lady 
Frankland  and  Henry  Cromwell  sailed  for  Boston. 

Lady  Frankland  and  Cromwell  were  of  a  party  at 
Menotomy  Pond  Aug*.  28,  1773  ;  and  they  disappear 
at  this  date  from  Howe's  Diary.  Lady  Frankland 
prol)ably  left  shortly  after  for  her  estate  in  Ilopkin- 
ton.  She  and  Cromwell  remained  there  till  1775, 
when  after  some  obstruction  they  were  allowed  by 
the  Provincial  Congress  to  go  to  Boston,  and  not 
loni;' after  sailed  for  En<^'land,  never  to  return.^  The 
curious  history  of  Ag'ues  Surriage  is  only  pursued 
thus  far  in  order  to  illustrate  Rowe's  Diary.  It 
may  be  added  that  she  married  in  1782  John  Drew, 
a  banker  of  Chichester,  and  died,  April  2.*),  1783,  at 
the  a;^e  of  liftv-seven.  The  only  glimpses  of  her 
sojourn  in  Boston  after  her  return  as  a  widow  are 
now  for  tlie  iirst  time  o])tained  from   Rowe's  Diary. 

Henry  Cromwell's  origin  is  involved  in  obscurity. 
Sir  Charles  Henry  Frankland  is  usually  named  as 
his  putative  father,  but  the  history  which  comes 
nearest  tlu'  time  makes  him  the  natural  son  of  Sir 
Thomas  Fraidvland,  Sir  Charles's  uncle  and  immedi- 
ate predecessor  in  the  title."  No  writer  makes  any 
suggestion  as  to  his  maternity.  He  entered  the 
English  navy,  rose  to  be  a  captain,  and  was  with 
Admiral  Kempent'elt  in  an  action  oil'  the  French 
coast  Nov.  11,  1781.     He  is  said  to  have  been  liv-

country,  lie  retired   from  the  service  previous  to  the 

close  of  the  Kevolution/*     There  is  no  evidence  of 

his  American   hirtli,  and  the  dates  indicate  an  Eno- 

lisli  hirth.      It  appears  hy  Steel's  "  List  of  the  lioyal 

Navy,"  paj^'e   20,  that   his   first   commission  was   in 

1781,  and  that,  instead  of  leavini;'  the  navy,  he  was 

still  in  it  in  17!)7,  with  the  rank  of  cn[)tain.

Collin's 
on  the  occasion,  and  a  <;Teat  dance."  ^  lie  records, 
Jan.  1*),  17()7,  ''a  weddini;"  frollick  "  at  .lohn  Erv- 
ing,  Jr.'s,  where  he  '*  had  tlie  pleasure  to  dance  with 
the  bride."  Feh.  2,  17()8.  ''This  morniuLi"  Miss 
Polly  Jfooper  was  married  in  Trinitv  Chmclito  Vlw 
John  Russell  Spence  hy  the  IJev'"  Mr.  Walter;  a 
l^'reat  cont-ourse  of  peo[»le  attended  on  the  occasion. 
Dined  at  Mrs.  Hooper's  with  her,  the  new  hride- 
<;'room  and  hride."  A  larp'  numher  of  t;"uests  were 
present, —  Ilallowells,  Aptliorps,  Murrays,  Green- 
leafs,  and  others, —  remainini;"  to  tea  and  joiiiinj;'  in 
the  eveninti'  in  a  dance.  '*  We  were  meriv,  and 
spent  the  whole  day  very  clever  and  ai^reeahle." 

There  were  once  in  two  weeks  in  the  winter   and 
sprini>-,  heirinninu'  witlr  \\\ii  first  of  .lanuarv,  dancing*-

and  Howe  describes  them  many  times  as  "  very  brill- 
iant." The  number  of  <^entlemen  and  ladies  in 
attendance  was  usually  rather  more  than  a  hundred, 
and  sometimes  it  rose  to  two  hundred.  Feb.  10, 
1708.  "Spent  the  evening- at  the  assembly,  ■which 
was  a  very  brilliant  one,  the  Governour  and  Liuly, 
all  the  connnissioners,  Mr.  Harrison,  and  too  manv 
to  enumerate."  March  lo,  17G1).  "  Spent  the 
evening  at  the  assembly  with  the  Governour,  Com- 
modore, General,  Colo.  Kerr,  Colo.  Lesly,  Major 
Furlong,  jNIajor  Fleming,  Major  Fordyce,  a  great 
number  of  oflicers  of  the  navy  and  army  and  gen- 
tlemen and  ladies  of  the  town,  that  it  was  a  brill- 
iant assemblv  and  verv  u'ood  dancinir." 

Tlu're  Avere  several  political  clubs  in  Boston  in 
Howe's  time,  ])ut  be  belonti'cd  to  none  of  them. 
He  was  however  an  ha])Itual  visitor  at  clubs  social 
or  connnercial,  <'"oin<»"  almost  everv  eveninir  to  one 
or  another.  More  often  than  any  other  he  sought 
the  *'  Possee  "  ;  l)ut  what  was  its  boiul  of  fellowship 
is  iu)t  known.  It  had  a  limited  number  of  mem- 
bers, as  follows:  John  Averv,  John  Box,  William 
Collin,  Senior,  Sauuiel  Deming,  Deacon  Thomas 
Foster,  Benjamin  Greene,  l\ufus  Greene,  William 
Ilensliaw,  Francis  Johonnot,  James  Richardson,  and 
John  Ivowe.  Sanuiel  Swift,  tlie  lawver,  usuallv  met 
with  them,  though  perhaps  rather  as  a  guest  than 
as  a  member.  Occasionallv  a  member  introduced  a 
guest  who  lived  in  the  countrv. 
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The  Fire  Club,  meetliii;'  at  Mrs.  Cordis's  or  at 
In^ersoirs,  was  made  up  of  Geor^'e  Bethune,  jMela- 
tlali  Bourne,  James  Boutlneau,  Nicholas  and  Thomas 
Boylston,  John  Brown,  John  Dennie,  Sok)m()n  Davis, 
Benjamin  Faneuil,  Samuel  Fitch,  Thomas  Flueker, 
Harrison  Gray,  Capt.  Jerry  Green,  Joseph  Green, 
Dr.  William  Lloyd,  Master  John  Lovell,  William 
Molineux,  and  William  ShealVe.  Kowe's  lirst  meet- 
in<;*  with  tliem  was  Sept.  i"),  ITOS.  On  the  same 
page  where  he  states  this  fact  he  writes,  ''  The 
word.  Ask  more,"  whieli  may  have  been  thr  })ass- 
word.  Joseph  Green,  who  was  present  Sept.  -1, 
1701),  is  mentioned  as  ^'  the  poet." 

Kowe  attended,  Nov.  7,  1-1,  17()1,  the  Wednesday 
Niiiht  Club,  ])r()bably  havint»-  no  connection  with  the 
Wednesday  Evenin<>'  Club  of  a  later  date.  He  also 
mentions,  July  4,  17(>7,  meetiu<)^  the  '•  No.  5  Club," 
made  up  of  [)rominent  citizens  whom  he  names. 

The  chief  rendezvous  of  the  leadinjj^  citizens  was, 
however,  at  Mrs.  Cordls's, —  ^' the  I^ritlsh  ColVee 
House  in  tlie  front  room  towards  the  Long  wharf 
where  the  Merchants  Club  has  met  this  twenty 
years."  ^  Lawyers  as  well  as  merchants  came  liitlicr, 
})robably  every  evening.  \\\  17(57  the  meetings 
were  at  Mrs.  Cordis's  ;  ])ut  a))out  177*2  thev  were 
held  at  Cohuiel  Joseph  Ingersoll's  I^uncli  of  Grapes 
in  King  Street,  and  when  he.  left  IJoston,  at  Captain 
jNhirston's,  either  in  Kint»'  Street  or  Mei'chaiits'  How. 
The  names  (d'  persons  whom  Kowe  met  at  tliese 
resorts  —  sonu'    on    one    eveniiii»'  and   some  on  an-

Ezekiel  Goldthwalt,  Thomas  Gray,  Treasurer  Harri- 
son Gray,  John  Hancock,  Samuel  Hughes,  Nat.

Mollneux,  Jiimes  Otis,  Edward  Payne,  James  Per- 
kins, Dr.  William  Lee  Perkins,  Samuel  Quincy, 
Joseph  Scott,  John  Timmlns,  .Tames  Warden,  Ed- 
ward Wendell,  and  Joshua  WInslow,  and  the  kiAV- 
yei'S  Gridley,  Sewall,  and  Swift. 

The  hahit  of  fre(|uentlng  insurance  offices  for 
reading  newspapers  and  hearing  gossip  belongs  to  a 
later  date;  hut  liowe  records,  Aug.  22,  1708: 
"  Spent  the  evening  at  the  North  Insurance  office 
witli  James  Otis,  Solo.  Davis,  John  Ervhig,  Thos. 
Brattle,  Capt.  Vernon,  Nat.  Barber,  Andrew  Clark, 
and  .lohii  White." 

Club  life  as  well  as  public  festivities  ^vere  mostly 
suspended  after  the  ])attle  of  Lexington,  except  on 
special  occasions  like  tlie  visit  of  the  French  lleet. 

The  usual  drives  In  the  country  were  round 
Jamaica  Pond  or  In  Koxburv  and  Dorchester,  some- 
times  "  over  the  Neck  round  the  little  S(piare " 
(.Inly  2!>,  Aug.  10,  177-i),  and  sonietlmes  as  far  as 
iMIlton  (April  (J,  17(1!)).  Rowe  often  drove  to  Kox- 
bury  to  see  his  old  friend  and  relative  Robert  Gould, 
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an  invalid,  till  the  latter's  death  early  in  1772  (May 
5,  June  22,  170^")).  In  the  smnnier  of  1771  he 
nsed  to  drive  to  Savin  Hill,  "a  very  ap^reeahlo  rural 
spot/*  to  a  place  ^vhieh  his  friend  Thomas  l)rattle 
had  hired,  ^diere  an  ag'reeable  eoinpany  sometimes 
gathered  for  afternoon  tea  (iNhiy  1(3,  June  )>).  The 
drive  Ave  may  presume  ^vas  often  in  a  chaise  ;  but 
sometimes  j\Irs.  liowe  ''  took  an  airiiii»'  in  tlie 
chariot"  (Sept.  2,  17()l)).  The  drives  were  to  the 
soutli,  as  connnunication  -with  the  north  was  so  cir- 
cuitous. For  instance,  a  party  set  out,  Nov.  10, 
1772,  in  Paddock's  coach  for  Saleui  (Uowe's  chaise 
accompanying*  it).  "  We  went  all  round  through 
Cambridge  and  dined  at  Martin's  :  we  got  to  Salem 
about  four  of  clock." 

The  suburbs  of  Boston  were  attractive  in  those 
as  in  later  davs.  At  Milton  lived  Thomas  Ilutchin- 
son,  in  a  house  standing  till  1872,  which  looked  out 
on  river  and  ocean  in  front  and  the  ]>hie  Illlls  in 
the  rear, —  a  house  then  lilled  with  sons  ami  daugh- 
ters, lie  loved  that  home  on  Lhupiity  Hill,  parted 
from  it  with  deep  regret,  and  sighed  in  exile  to 
return  to  it.  Uowe  drove  to  Hutchinson's  nKinsion 
to  make  calls,  and  sonu'times  on  olhcial  business 
(June  1(5,  Sept.  11,  17()(>;  July  To,  177»)).  He  had 
friendly  rekitions  with  Daniel  Vose,  the  nu'rchant 
of  tlie})lace,  at  whose  house  "  at  the  Milton  liridge," 
still  standiui!"  near  the  railway  station,  the  Sull'olk 
Resolves  were  })assed  ;  and  dined  there,  May  (J,  17()!), 
in  company  with  Dr.  Catherwood,  Joshua  Win  slow, 
Jr.,  and  others.     I^ut   the   house  in  Miltoti   which 
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lie  soiio'ht  tlie  most  was  that  of  James  Smith  on 
Brush  Kill,  still  standing,  and  for  a  long  period  the 
home  of  the  late  James  M.  Rohhins.  Smith,  who 
died  in  1709  at  the  age  of  eighty,  was  a  wealthy 
sugar-refiner,  and  owned  an  estate  of  one  hundred 
and  seventy-one  acres  running  to  the  Neponset 
Kiver.^  lie  had  also  a  farm  at  Watertown,  where  he 
gave  a  distinguished  dinner-party  July  1."),  1707. 
His  see(md  wife,  iMrs.  Elizaheth  Camphell,  born 
IMurrav,  was  of  a  Scotch  family;  and  her  maiden 
name  is  found  \n  the  middle  names  of  her  descend- 
ants, the  late  Mr.  Kohhins,  and  others  who  are  still 
liviiiLi'  in  iMilton.  She  became  hv  a  third  mar- 
riage  Howe's  kinswoman."^  He  records  in  a  quaint 
way  the  courtsliip  of  herselt*  and  his  hrother-in- 
law  Inman  :  duly  22,  177.1.  "After  dinner  [at 
Howe's]  Mr.  Inman  introduced  his  design  to  Mrs. 
Smith."  August  10.  "Afternoon  Mr.  Inman  and 
Mi's.  Itowe  jKiid  a  visit  to  Mrs.  Smith  over  to  Gold- 
thwait's.  Mr.  Inman  came  home  well  })leased  and 
au'reed  on  his  plan  of  matrimony."  Howe  notes 
the  publication  of  banns  at  King's  Chapel,  Septem- 
ber 1,  and  the  marriage  "at  the  seat  of  Mr.  Ezekiel 
Goldthwait,''  Septetn'hcr  20,  followed  by  a  dinner  at 
Inman's,  where  liowe  passed  the  evening  and  the 
night.  Iiowe  was  often  at  this  Brush  Hill  house, 
once  at  least  taking  a  sleigh-ride  there  (Jan.  30, 
170;*))  ;  and  once  ^Irs.  Howe  was  badly  bruised  (Aug.

Under  tliis  roof 
often  gathered  gay  dinner-companies,  \vliere  Avere 
James  Murray  and  wife;  his  daughters  Anna,  Bet- 
sey, and  Dorotliy  ^  (the  last  afterwards  the  wife  of 
llev.  John  Forbes)  ;  old  ^hidam  Belcher,  the  Gov- 
ernor's widow,  and  Mrs.  Belcher,  widow  of  Andrew 
Belcher,  who  was  both  iNLidam's  daughter  and 
daughter-in-law;  the  Hoopers,  Tnmans,  Vassalls, 
Amiels,  Auchmutys,  Goulds,  Temples,  Ilallowells, 
Goldthwaits,  Miss  Blowers,  liev.  Kdward  Winslow  ; 
and  Milton  neighbors,  the  Prattsand  Clarks  (March 
28,  July  19,  20,  170r>;  July  21,  Oct.  2:5,  1700; 
Aug.  18,  1707;  Feb.  7,  2."),  170!)).  Kowe  writes 
of  the  dinner,  March  1(),  1771),  ^' We  were  yery 
merry."  These  hai)i)ydays  at  Brush  Ilill  were  then 
eomiuLi"  to  a  close,  the  o'reatcr  number  of  the  festive

There  were  then  attractive  houses  at  Cand)ridi2'e. 
Rowe  records  festivities  at  several  of  them, —  at 
Colonel  Thomas  Oliver's  (Dec.  0.  170(;;  Feb.  22, 
1708;  Aug.  17,  17()0),  where  were  the  Brattles, 
Temples,  Vassalls,  Byards,  Phippses,  Van  Homes 
Edward   Winslow,  and   Richard   Lechmere ;   and  at

Temple  and  4  daughters  of  Mr.  Temple's,  also 
Colo.  James  Otis,  his  son  Jaines  Otis,  Mr.  W"  Bay- 
ard, Major  Ilobt.  Byard,  Mr.  Lavicount,  Mr.  Dewar, 
Capt.  SheaU'e  of  Charlestown,  Colo.  Saltonstall  of 
Haverhill."  A  dinner  at  Colonel  David  Phipps's 
(July  7,  17G8)  has  been  noted  elsewhere. 

In  no  house  in  or  about  Boston  were  there  more 
lavish  entertainments  than  at  Ralph  Inman's  in 
Cambridge,  a  house  the  site  of  which  is  jnst  behind 
the  i)resent  City  Hall.  No  buildintis  then  interven- 
iug  to  obstruct  the  view,  it  looked  ont  on  the 
Charles  River  and  Boston  beyond.  Noble  trees 
stood  in  the  spacious  grounds  about  it.^  Rowe  as  a 
kinsman  was  often  here  for  I'amllv  and  friendly 
gatherings,  some  of  which  have  been  elsewhere 
noted  (Oct.  IS,  17G4;  June  21,  Ang.  2,  Oct.  23, 
1771 ;  Aug.  25,  177»>). 

The  entertainments  at  Inman's  and  at  Colleire 
ro(uns  on  Commencement  Day  surpass  anything 
since  known  In  that  renowned  home  of  culture  and 
hospitality,  excej)t  perhaps  "the  class  spreads" 
<>iven  in  recent  years  at  the  Hemenway  Gymnasium 
and  Beck  Hall.  Rowe  makes  these  records:  July

Youno-  Winslow  was  to  die  an  exile  in  New  Brnns- 
wiek.     The   next    day  there   was  a   diinier  at    Mr. 
IIo()[)er's  (pro])al)ly   Kohert  Hooper   of  the  Class  of 
17().")),  "  with  a  very  lar^v  eomj)any  "  ;  and   in   the 
eveninii'  a  danee  at  the  Town  House  i^iven  hv  vounix 
Nathaniel  S[)arlia\vk,  another  of  the  Class  of    ITO."), 
at  whose  reijuest  Howe  "  ollieiated   as  master  of  th(; 
ceremony."      Sparhawk    and    prohahly    Hooper    he- 
came  Loyalists.     A  similar  festivity  is  recorded  'luly 
1(),  17GG.     Ao-ain,  duly  20,  17(kS  :  ''  I  went  to  Cani- 
hridi;*e,  stopped   at   Mr.  Inman's,  dined  with  a  very 
Iar<;'e  company  at   dos.   Hensliaw's,   paid  a   visit   to 
Tntor    Hancock's,   met    the    Kev'^   ^Ir.   15arnard    of 
Marhlehead,  afterwards  paid  a  visit  to  Mrs.  Green's 
where  were  a  very  larjj^e  co]n])anv,  too  many  to  enn- 
merate.''     dnlv  -1.     ''A  very  hot  day.      I   canje  to 
town    this    niornini;*    and    returned    to    Camhrid<^'e ; 
dined  with    Mr.   David    Greene,   with  a   very  lariie 
comj»any,  spent  the  evening'  there.    We  had  a  dance. 
I    was    master    of     the    ceremonies ;    slept    at    Mr. 
Tnman's."      Greene  of  the   Class  of   17(JS  hecame  a 
Loyalist.     July   17,   1771:   "1    went  'to   Cand>ridi>'e 
and  dined  with   Mr.  Inman,  Pollv  dones,  and   Sally 
Liman  ;  after  dinner  I  went  to  Colo.  Murray's  room 
in  the  New  Colled^'e,^  where  there  was  a  lari;-e  com- 
pany, the  Governour,  Councill  and  too  many  to  enu- 
merate.    I  staid    till  six."     Colonel   John    Murray 

1   llollislliill. 
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and  his  son  Daniel  of  the  graduating  class,  also  his 
son  Samuel  of  the  class  of  the  following  year,  be- 
came Loyalists. 

The  fullest  record  of  festivities  at  Camhridofe  is 
in  July,  1772.  On  the  l/)tli  Rowe  dined  at  Samuel 
Murray's  room,  where  were  Colouel  Murray  the 
fatlier,  Coh)nel  Saltonstall,  Judge  Sewall,  Colonel 
Oliver,  Samuel  Quincy,  Major  Vassall,  and  many 
other  jifuests  whose  names  are  <»iven.  Rowe  adds : 
"  After  dinner  we  were  visited  hy  the  Governour 
and  Counv'il,  Admirall  Montau'ue  and  many  other 
ji'cntlemen  too  manv  to  enumerate.  I  paid  a  visit 
to  Mr.  .Jonathan  AVilliam's  son  and  also  Dr.  Whit- 
worth's  sou.  both  which  took  their  deii'ree."  The 
record  of  the  next  dav  is  as  follows :  "  I  want  earlv 
to  Mr.  Inman's,  who  made  the  genteelest  entertain- 
nu'ut  I  ever  saw  on  account  of  his  son  Georii'e  tak- 
iuii"  his  dcii'ree  yesterdav.  He  had  three  hundred 
fortv-seven  ii'entlcmeu  and  ladies  dhied,  two  hun- 
dred  and  ten  at  one  table,  amongst  the  company  the 
Governour    and    familv,   the    Lieut-Governour    and 

« 

ramily,  the  Admirall  and  family,  and  all  the  remain- 
der  gentlcnu'u  and  ladies  of  character  and  reputa- 
tion ;  the  whole  was  couducted  with  much  ease  and 
pleasure,  and  all  joyned  in  making  each  other 
hap]»y;  such  an  entertainment  has  not  been  made 
in  New  England  before  on  any  occasion."  A  ball 
at  the  Town  House  in  Cambridge  followed,  where 
"  all  were  verv  happy  and  cheerful  "  and  Rowe  slept 
at  Tmuan's.  George  Inman,  whose  college  life 
closed  so  merrily,  left  his  home  three  years  later  to 
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join  tlie  British  army,  find  died  at  Grenada  in  the 
West  Indies  in  1789.' 

These  annual  festivities  were  approaehini;*  a  sus- 
pension ;  and  Kowe  reeords,  duly  20,  1774^  that 
"  the  distressed  situation  of  the  town  and  Province 
prevents  Conimeneenient  Day  helni;'  kept  puhllek 
as  usual."  Ininan^s  house  became  General  Putnam's 
head(iuarters  durin<>'  the  sie<>-e  of  I)oston, —  an  event 
which  is  commemorated  hy  an  inscription  on  a  stone 
slab  placed  on  its  site  by  the  citv  of  Cand)ridi;'e. 
The  buildin<>"  itself,  removed  twentv  and  more  years 
ago,  is  now  a  double  tenement  liouse,  recently  be- 
reft of  its  piazza,  nuud)ered  04  and  (HJ  on  Prook- 
line  Street  in  that  citv,  and  makint»'  the  soutlieast 
corner  of  Brookline  and  Auburn  streets. 

Ralph  Inman's  estate  escaped  confiscation,  and  lie 
returned  to  live  and  die  upon  it,  and  to  be»|ueath  it 
by  a  Avill  proved  in  July,  1788.  He  has  posterity 
other  tlian  tlie  Llnzees  llvlni;'  in  Boston,  New  ^'oi-lc, 
and  Philadelphia,  descendiiii;"  from  the  daughters  of 
his  son  Geor«^e,  Avho  came  with  their  mother  from 
Grenada  to  i\hissachusetts  soon  after  their  father's 
death,  and  who  were  liberally  provided  for  in  the 
wills  of  their  ji'randfather  and  of  Hannah  llowe. 

Another  well-known  suburban  house  was  that  of 
Isaac  Koyall  at  "  Mystick,"  or  Medford.  There, 
May  o,  17GG,  besides  Kowe,  were  ^*  Miss  Polly  and 
Miss  Betsy  Royal,  General  Brattle,  Treasurer  Gray, 
James  Otis,  Es(|.,  Thos.  Cushion  [Cushln^;],  Es(j., 
and  Mr.  Nathl.  Sparhawk."  There  also,  July  22, 
1708,  were  "  the  Governour  and  Council,  Danforth, 
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Gray,  Fluekor,  BoAvdoin,  Isaac  Koyal,  Mr.  Pepper- 
ell."  This  company  were  to  be  scattered  a  few 
years  later,  the  hosts  and  the  larger  numl)er  of 
guests  becoming  Loyalists.  Royall  is  gratefully 
remembered  by  jurists  for  the  professorship 
founded  by  him  at  Cambridge. 

Kowe  attended,  Aug.  23,  1773,  a  large  dinner- 
party at  "  jNIallden  "  given  by  Captain  Ilaskins, 
where  were  several  whose  names  have  already  ap- 
peared in  other  connections  in  these  pages. 

All  tlie  notable  houses  in  the  Province  were  open 
to  Rowe,  —  those  of  the  S})eakmans,  his  relatives 
in  Marlborough  ;  Colonel  John  Murray  at  Rutland 
(May  21,  23,  17(>n)  ;  General  Timothy  Ruggles  at 
Ilardwick  (May  21,  22,  17(K3)  ;  Coloncd  John 
Chandler  at  Worcester  (May  12,  17G7) ;  Robert 
Treat  Paine  and  Captain  C()])b  at  Taunton  (iMay  8, 
.July  3,  17()G  ;  July  30,  17G7)  ;  Edward  Whislow 
at  Plvmouth  (May  2,  17(;r>  ;  April  28,  1708; 
April' 27,  17G1);  April  30,  May  21,  1770;  April 
21,  25,  1771);  Nathaniel  Ray"^  Thomas  (May  1, 
1705;  April  28,  170i))  and  General  Winslow 
(April  21),  30,  1707;  April  25,  20,  1709;  May  1, 
2,  1770;  April  23,  1771),  both  at  .Alarsh field ; 
Major  Goldthwait's  country  home  at  "  Westown  " 
(May  13,  1707)  ;  those  of  several  friends  in  Salem, 
among  them  Colonel  Plckman  and  Joseph  Dowse 
(Oct.  1,  17()7)  ;  Captain  Thomas  Gerry  at  Marble- 
head  (Jnly  31,  1705  ;  July  28,  177()),  where  were 
his  sons  Thonuis,  Jolm,  and  Klbridge  ;  and  of 
Tristram  Dalton  at  "  Newberry  Old  Town,"  where 
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Rowe  (lined,  July  2(5,  177G,  when  returning-  from 
Portsmouth.  Of  Dalton's  place  he  writes :  "  This 
seat  of  jMr.  Dalton's  is  nu)st  (lelli;"htful]y  situated, 
and  has  the  most  extensive  prospect  I  ever  saw, 
particularly  of  the  River  INIerrimack  and  the  sea 
beyond,  Newberryport  and  Hampton  Beach." 

One  •^'ets  the  impression  from  this  Diary  tliat  in 
tlie  days  before  the  Revolution  tliere  was  a  country 
life  in  New  Eniiland  in  lariie  houses  remote  from 
I^oston  (not  sunimer  cotta^'es  onlv)  more  interest- 
in<»"  and  havins*'  oTOjitcr  social  vitalitv  than  anvthinii* 
like  it  in  those  or  shuilar  localities  in  our  time. 

The  public  feastin^-  in  Boston  at  this  time  was 
bevoiul  anvthini:'  now  seen  in  i>laces  of  the  same 
po[)ulation.  There  were  merchants'  dinners,  St. 
Patrick  dinners,  charitable  societv  dinners,  Masonic 
dinners,  artillery  election  dinners,  dinners  on  ])oard 
vessels  of  war  and  commerce,^  dinners  at  Faneuil 
Mall  to  celebrate  the  close  of  the  school  year,  with 
cleru'vmen  and  ollicial  or  eminent  i)ers()ns  as  <»*uests, 
dinners  of  the  Proprietors  oi'  Lon<>'  Wharf,  dinners 
on  S[)ectacle,  Rainsford,  and  Noddle's  islands,  and 
at  the  Lii2'ht  House.  There  were  diinu»rs,  ol'ten 
with  dancinii',  to  celel>rate  the  Kinji's  accession  to 
the  throne,  and  the  KinL;''s  and  (iueen's  birthdays, 
and  to  express  the  public  joy  at  the  repeal  of  the 
Stamp  Act.  Rowe  was  pi'csent  at  all  these,  often 
servin<^  as  chairman  or  toastmaster ;  and  he  de- 
scribes with  much  zest  the  entertainments  as  ''  <j;;en- 

1  Ai»ril  LM,  1771,  on  bounl  Kowi^'s  <»u  ii  ship,  the  "Mon(a;4n." 
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teel."  He  seemed  to  enjoy  more  than  any  the 
Masonic  dinners  whieli  came  twice  a  year,  in  June 
and  December,  and  he  always  o-ives  tiie  names  of 
the  brethren  present.  Dec.  27,  1764,  he  wTote  : 
^'  I  don't  remember  St.  John,  as  lonjr  as  I  have 
belonji^ed  to  the  fraternity,  has  been  celebrated 
Avith  more  decorum  and  more  pleasure."  The 
merchants'  dinner  at  the  Cofl'ee  House,  Dec.  2, 
1700,  Kowe  prcsidini;',  to  Capt.  John  Gideon,  com- 
mander of  the  warship  ".Jamaica,"  just  before 
saillnir,  was  a  notable  festivity.  Here  were  all  the 
prlncii)al  merchants  and  citizens,  including*  Hancock, 
Otis,  Ednuuid  Quincy,  Gushing,  the  Boylstons, 
Amorys,  and  Hallowells.  Rowe  says:  "And  a 
very  genteel  entertaiinncnt  it  was."  A  committee, 
of  which  Rowe  was  a  mendjcr,  had  been  appointed 
the  day  bel'ore  by  the  town  to  express  its  thanks 
to  Captain  Gideon  for  his  conduct  while  stationed 
at  Boston. 

Sometimes  our  ancestors  feasted  cm  a  roasted  ox, 
or  "  barbikue," — "  the  ox  beini>"  carried  throuo'h  the 
streets  in  triumph"  tlie  day  before, —  at  the  Turk's 
Head,  on  the  Common,  at  Faneuil  Hall,  and  Dennis 
Island  (Sept.  2S,  Hiil  ;  Aug.  R),  17()r);  Aug.  1, 
17(;(J;  Aug.  Ri,  J7(;S;  May  2!),  \M),  1770).  These 
were  not  occasions  for  the  masses  only ;  but  the 
leading  people,  ladies  as  well  as  gentlemen, — 
Hutchinsons,  Olivers,  Grays,  Belchers,  Shealfes, 
Auchnuitys,  Swifts,  and  Goldthwaits, —  took  part. 

The  places  for  feasting  when  the  company  was 
very  large  were  Faneuil   Hall  and  Concert  Hall, — 
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tlie  latter  resort  situated  on  the  south  corner  of 
Court  and  Hanover  streets,  and  standlnii*  till  a 
modern  period/  —  but  considerable  parties  Avere 
entertained  at  Mrs.  Cordis's  ColVee  House;  Colonel 
Joseph  Ino-ersoll's  Inuu'h  of  Grapes  in  Kini;*  Street 
(Caj)taln  Marston  was  his  successor  there,  1775- 
111\)) ;  Bracket's,  Giirdner's,  and  Kind's  Anus  on 
the  Neck;  the  Peacock,  Greaton's  (tlie  Greyhound), 
KIchards's,  and  ])lanv's  In  Koxhurv  ;  Kent's  and 
John  Chanipney's  (tlie  Turk's  Head)  In  Dorchester; 
Coolidii'c's  '^  at  Watertown  Bridi»'e":  Weatherhy's 
at  Menotoniy  Pond,  and  ])laces  of  rerreslnuent  at 
Fresh  Pond  and  Spot  Pond.  These  restlvitit's  in- 
cluded a  j)leasant  su])urhan  drive  ot*  ladies  and 
o'ontlenien  round  daniaica  Pond  (In  Avinter  In 
sleiii'hs),  a  dlinier  and  tea  and  a  daiu-e  In  the  even- 
inu*,  lolned  In  not  hy  the  voun<»'  oidv,  hut  also  hv 
niiddle-ai;'ed  pe()[)]e  of  foremost  rank  In  tlu*  town. 
Sometimes  eacli  paid  his  own  score,  hut  at  otlier 
times  one  of  tlie  party  was  host  and  tlu^  rest  i^uests. 
The  French  consul  was  the  host  at  Marston's  Feh. 
27,  I77i) ;  and  Colonel  Dalrymjtle,  Francis  Waldo, 
and  John  Lane  on  other  occasions  at  tlie  Peacock 
(July  10,  An-.  20,  Oct.  oO,  1771). 

Eighty  gentlemen,  "a  higli  campaign,"  went, 
Auuf.  11^  17()7,  to  witness  a  launch  at  Wevmoiith. 
An  excursion  to  a  renH)ter  [)oint  may  he  chronicled 
In  tills  connection,  Aug.  (I,  1772:  '^  This  morning 
Mr.  Hancock,  Dr.  Coopei*,  Mr.  Brattle,  Mr.  Tiithill 
lluhhard,  Mr.  Saml.   Calef,   Mr.  Winthroj)  of  Cam- 

'  It  was  liiially  (lriii(»li.sli<'<l  in  isd'.i. 
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brldj^e,  Mr.  Nlclio.  Bowes  and  Capt.  Hood  went 
from  Boston  in  the  Providence  packet  to  visit  the 
eastern  parts  of  this  province  and  also  on  a  party  of 
pleasure.  My  servant  Henry  Smith  and  Davis  the 
harher's  man  went  with  tliem  as  attendants."  The 
party  returned  August  22. 

There  were  a  succession  of  enjoyal^le  inns  on  the 
lii<;*liways  leading'  from  Boston  southward  to  Plym- 
outli  and  Taunton,  and  also  to  the  east  and  west. 
Most  sou<^ht  by  Itowe  was  Doty's/  in  Stoughton, 
now  Canton,  just  ])eyond  tlie  Blue  IIIlls,  standing 
till  It  Avas  burned  in  December,  1888,  its  site  now  a 
race-course.  Here  nu*t  in  177-1  tlie  "  County  Con- 
gress,*' Avith  Warren  at  the  head  of  the  Boston 
dek^ti'ation,  ])v  whicli  at  an  adiourned  meeting"  held 
at  the  liouse  of  Daniel  Vose  in  Milton  were  passed 
the  famous  SulVolk'  Resolves.  Here  during  the 
siege  hved  Ezeklel  Price,  who  drove  often  to  ^lilton 
to  learn  the  news  and  ol)serve  I'lom  the  hill  tlie 
movements  of  the  British  sliips  in  tlie  harbor. 
Howe  had  occasion  on  fishing-excursions  or  journeys 
to  Dighton  on  business  (the  alVairs  of  Ebene/XT 
Stetson,  an  insolvent  debtor),  to  stop  often  at  this 
tavern,  and  lie  managed  whenever  he  could  to  pass 
tlie  nlHit  there.  Once  when  returnino;  from 
Dighton,  iNIay  0,  17()(),  he  wrote:  "  We  su})ped  ami 
slept  there,  and  1  set  it  down  as  an  extraordinary 
house  of  entertainment,  and  verv  <xood  beds." 
Other  country  taverns  which    he    frequented  were

Avieli,  Widow  Ames's  and  Woodward's  (both  being 
the  same)  ^  and  Gay's  in  Dedham,  jNkiekintosh's  in 
Needham,  Pratt's  at  Needham  1  bridge,  and  Pi.sher's 
on  Charles  Iviver  in  the  upper  part  of  that  town, 
15ullard's  in  Natiek  (where  Kowe  dined  ,Iuly  .*>, 
1T(35,  "on  fish  which  Mrs.  Indlard  dressed  very 
"vvell  "),  ^lann's  in  Wrentham,  and  ])ryant's  in  Sud- 
bury. These  wayside  inns,  sometimes  tlie  resort  of 
parties  of  gentlemen  and  ladies  dilving  from  Boston, 
appear  attractive  in  Kowe's  pages  ;  but  .John  Adams 
does  not  jiive  so  favoral)le  an  account  of  them.- 

Fresh-water  fishing  was  a  great  sport  \\\  tliose 
days,  and  Iiowe  was  one  of  the  jolllest  ami  most 
expert  lishermen.  We  read  in  .lohn  Adams's  Diary 
(II.  2»38)  a  note,  .lune  2,  ITTO,  fron<  Goldthwalt  to 
Adams,  avIio  was  to  start  the   next  day  for  Ports-

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mouth  on  a  professional  errand :  "  Do  you  call  to- 
morrow and  dine  with  us  at  Flax  Pond  near  Salem. 
Rowe,  Davis,  Brattle,  and  half  a  dozen  as  clever 
fellows  as  ever  were  l)orn,  are  to  dine  there  under 
the  shady  trees  by  the  pond  upon  fish  and  bacon 
and  pease,  «S:c.  ;  and  as  to  iNLideira,  nothin<>;  can 
come  up  to  it.  Do  you  call.  We'll  give  you  a 
o'ciiteel  dinner  and  fix  you  oil'  on  your  journey.'* 
Howe  took  care  to  provide  himself  with  all  a  fisher- 
man's needs,  as  imported  rods  (June  11,  17G.3) ; 
somethnes  "  lost  several  fine  hooks  and  snoods " 
(Sept.  10,  17G8),  once  lost  "  the  top  of  his  rod  line 
and  hooks  by  a  very  large  pickerell "  (Sept.  17, 
17()4),  and  once  left  behind  his  "  fishing  rod  and 
leather  dram  bottle "  (Oct.  2,  17G7).  His  com- 
panions on  these  excursions  were  often  Samuel 
Cak^f  or  llenrv  Avres,  and  sometimes  his  clerical 
friends.  In  the  early  part  of  the  Diary  he  Avas 
fishin<»*  mostlv  in  Flax  Pond  in  Lvnn,  and  in  the 
kitter  part  mostly  in  Chark's  River  at  Dedliam  and 
Nccdham,  keeping  a  boat  at  Dedham,  which  he 
sent  up  the  river,  June  12,  177G,  and  stopping 
sometimes  at  Kendrick's  or  other  taverns  in  the 
town  or  vicinity,  but  oftener  at  Richards's  (prob- 
ablv  Timothv  Richards),  who,  tlu)u<>'h  not  a  tavern- 
keei)er,  received  hhn  in  a  friendlv  way.  Other 
iishinn:-res()rts  freciuentcd  bv  him  were  Menotomy 
Pond,  with  Wyndshi})'s  tavern  near  by  ;  Fresh 
Pond ;  Spot  Pond  ;  Jamaica  Pond ;  Ponkapoag 
Pond  (Doty's  tavern  near  by),  and  perhaps  Hough- 
ton's in  the  vicinity  (Aug.  2, 17GG) ;  Mossepong  (or 
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Massapoag')  Pond  (July  30,  17G7)  in  Sharon  ;  ponds 
or  streams  in  Natick  and  Wrentliam  ;  "  the  Great 
Worster  Pond "  ^  in  Shrewsbury,  Avhere  he  ^vas 
entertained  at  "  Mr.  Furnaces "  and  fished  at 
"Worster  Bridge"  (May  12,  13,  July  (),  1TG7) ; 
and  a  pond  "at  the  upper  end  of  Mallden  "  (July  2, 
17G7).  To  the  south  Avere  sheets  of  Avater  invitiiiii' 
the  fisherman, —  in  Tlingham,  Taunton,  Duxbury, 
Pembroke,  and  Plymouth  ;  and  \vith  all  these  Kowe 
'was  familiar. 

Sonu^times  the  luck  was  poor,  but  generally  it 
was  very  tiood.  Four  or  live  dozen  was  an  ordi- 
nary  catch  ;  but  ofteri  the  lis]iing-])arty  ]>rought 
back  ten  or  even  twenty  dozen, —  sometimes  i)ick- 
erel  two  feet  lon<>'  and  weiiihinii'  nearly  four  ])oiinds 
(one  cauii'lit  June  2!),  1770,  weijihinu'  four  and  a 
quarter  pounds);  p>erch  fifteen,  sixteen,  and  eigh- 
teen inches  lon^*,  and  weiiihinj''  tliree  and  a  half 
pounds  ;  and  trout  elgliteen  inches  h)ng. 

Ladies  were  sometimes  of  tlie  party,  and  passed 
the  niii'ht  at  the  tavern  near  l)v  ;  but  thev  do  not 
appear  to  liave  joined  in  the  sj)ort.  At  Kendrick's 
on  Charles  River,  July  27,  17()^'),  Pitts,  Powdoiii, 
Boutineau,  Bourne,  and  Flucker  were  accompanied 
by  tlieir  wives  for  the  day,  and  Nicliolas  Boylston 
was  of  the  party.  At  Doty's  tavern  in  Stougliton 
the  iishing-party  was  joined,  Aug.  21,  177(),  by 
"the  two  jNlrs.  I>elcliers,  Miss  Clark,  Miss  Dol.ly 
Murray,  Mrs.  Jones,  ^liss  IMowers,  iMiss  Amiel, 
Mr.     Hutchinson,    and     Mr.     Waller."       At    Flax 

1  Lon^  Toiid,  or  Lake  (>uiiisi,!4iiiii<)ii(l. 
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Pondj  June  29,  1770,  the  ladies  of  the  "Wendell, 
Goldthwait,  Wells,  Gerry,  and  Win  slow  families 
joined  tlie  party.  June  8,  1773.  Admiral  Monta- 
o'u's  wife  and  other  ladies  were  at  Mann's  tavern 
in  Wrentham  for  the  nig'ht,  when  Rowe  and  the 
Admiral  were  fishing*  there.  Aug.  28,  1773.  At 
JNIonotomy  Pond  were  jNIontagu  and  his  Avife  and 
daughter,  Lady  Frankland  and  Henry  Cromwell, 
tlie  ladies  Leehmere,  Simpson,  Inman,  Flueker, 
several  militarv  and  naval  olHeers,  Commissioner 
Ilulton,  and  Collector  Harrison.  "  We  were  very 
jolly.  The  Adinirall,  Capt.  Williams,  and  I  had 
very  poor  luck,  the  fish  very  small." 

Howe,  when  visiting  Plvmouth  for  business  or 
pleasure,  did  not  fail  to  take  advantage  of  ponds 
and  hrooks  in  that  town  and  vicinity, —  at  Dux- 
bury  Mills,  April  28,  17G7,  Avhere  five  dozen  trout 
were  caught ;  at  Pembroke,  May  20,  17G9,  April 
30,  1770,  and  May  5,  177'),  each  time  catching 
lifty,  fifty-eight,  and  sixty  trout ;  at  South  Pond, 
Plymouth,  Aug.  12,  1700,  where  he  "  caught  a 
very  large  perch,  nusisured  18  inches  and  weighed 
three  pounds  and  half";  and  May  31,  1771,  when 
he  had  very  good  sport,  afterwards  dining  at  jMr. 
Richman's.  "  We  were  very  merry  ;  some  younii' 
ladies  came  there  a  fishing  aiul  to  pay  a  visit,  par- 
ticularly Miss  Polly  Rrimhall  of  Plymouth  and  two 
dautiliters  of  Mr.  Richman." 

The  hooking  of  turtles  is  sometimes  recorded, — 
one  at  Fresh  Pond,  June  25,  1705,  weighing  thirty 
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pounds.  Except  "^  trying  for  some  smelts  '*  once  or 
twice  (Oct.  5,  18,  17G4),  Rowe  says  notlnng  of  salt- 
water lislun<>",  altliouo'h  the  harbor  of  Boston 
within  the  memory  of  living  [)e()ple  has  been  good 
iishing-gronnd.  Tie  records,  .luiie  ID,  IK)."),  a 
strange. apparition  in  our  waters:  ^' This  morning 
our  lishermen  caught  a  large  hsh  in  the  shape  of 
a  shark  twenty  foot  long ;  his  teeth  were  dilVerent 
from  a  shark's  teetli."  The  next  day's  record  is  : 
*' Tliev  cut  ui)  the  llsh,  and  lilled  two  laro-o  ho<rs- 
heads  with  his  liver." 

We  have  sports  which  were  unknown  to  our 
fathers;  but  they  had  iishing-resorts  within 
one  or  two  hours'  drive  from  I^oston  which  we  can 
only  have  by  long  iourneys  to  the  l\an<»ek'y  Lakes 
and  the  Adirondacks. 

In  the  period  innnediately  preceding  the  Revolu- 
tion, the  port  of  ]5oston  was  a  Hvely  scene.  War- 
vessels  were  leaving'  for  or  comintr  in  from  Halifax 
or  the  South  or  England,  or  going  out  on  short 
cruises.  The  saillni»"  and  arrival  of  merchant  ves- 
sels,  several  in  a  dav,  were  town  topics  of  keen  in- 
terest. April  19,  Mi)^).  '•^  Above  thirty  sail  of  ves- 
sells  arrived  from  the  Vinevard  this  aftei'uoon." 
Rowe  mentions  the  cK'aring  of  ships  for  Nova  Sco- 
tia and  New  Brunswick,  the  West  Indies,  Lisbon, 
Oi)orto,  Cadiz,  Gibraltar,  Alicante,  Madeira,  Suri- 
nam, Glasgow,  Newcastle,  I^rlstol,  Plymouth,  Whit- 
by, London,  or  their  arrival  from  those  ports,  Liv- 
erpool not  having  tlien  attained  the  ])r()mliience 
it  has  since  held.      Passau'cs  between    Eutillsh   ])orts 
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and  Boston  ranj^ed  from  five  to  ei^rlit  weeks; 
but  Captain  Bruce  made  the  run  from  London 
(arriving  Oct.  20,  17G4)  to  Boston  in  twenty- 
six  days,  which  Rowe  mentions  as  "  the  shortest 
passage  ever  known."  ^  Later  he  records  a  still 
shorter  passage,  April  20,  ITGi):  "This  afternoon 
Ca})t.  Post  arrived  from  Glasgow  in  a  short  passage 
of  twenty-two  days."  Another  short  passage  is 
noted  May  8,  17G7  :  "  This  day  arrived  Caj)t.  Del- 
ano from  London  in  27  days  passage." 

Rowe  notes  the  arrival.  May  11,  1774,  of  a  ves- 
sel from  Scotland,  with  u})wards  of  a  hundred  pas- 
sengers,—  the  only  instance  of  a  body  of  immi- 
grants mentioned  in  the  Diary. 

The  town  was  not  without  commercial  panics ; 
and  a  serious  one  occurred  in  January,  170;").  On 
the  l()th  Nathaniel  Wheelwright  "  stopt  payment 
and  kept  in  his  room.  A  great  number  of  people 
will  sulVer  by  him.  .  .  .  The  trade  has  been  much 
alarmed."  That  evening  at  Mrs.  Cordls's  the  con- 
versation was  on  liis  alfairs  ;  and  Mr.  Lnuan  went  to 
tlie  Assend)lv  ])robably  to  start  leii'islative  action. 
"  A  i>'eneral  consternation  in  town  occasioned  by 
these  re[)eatcd  bankruptcies.  Tliat  the  General 
Court  which  are  now  sittini''  determine  j  nndvc  an 
act  for  the  relief  of  insolvent  debtors, —  which  will 
be  very  seasonable."  The  General  Court,  in  con- 
seipuMU'c  oi'  the  a])plication,  passed  the  Act  of  ^larch 
1),  17()."),  which  was  approved  by  tlie  Privy  Couiu*il, 

1  rroviiicc  Acts, '111(1  Krsolvcs,  iv.  777-7S1,  7!K".-7!i."». 
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though  such  an  act  had  been  disallowed  eight  years 
before.  Scollay's  and  Wheelwright's  estates  Avere 
distributed  under  the  new  Act.^ 

Arbitration  was  usually  resorted  to  !)v  merchants 
for  adjusting  disputes  wlilch  arose  in  the  way  of 
trade.  Rowe  and  niercluints  of  his  standlnt>*  often 
sat  on  such  boards,  which  nu't  usuidly  at  the  Coll'ee 
House  or  Colonel  Inii'ersoirs  tavern.  His  records 
of  such  sessions  are  so  frequent  that  it  is  not  worth 
while  to  give  the  dates. 

Howe's  Diary  discloses  a  i»Teat  innnber  of  Hies  in 
Boston  at  this  period.  They  started  in  many  in- 
stances  from  foul  chimneys  and  bakeliouses.  ''  'Twas 
a  terrible  foul  chimney,"  is  a  record  he  sometimes 
makes  (Feb.  2,  17G5).  The  citizens,  it  must  be  said 
to  their  credit,  worked  with  ener<»"y  and  or<»ani'/a- 
tlon,  and  ji'enerallv  u'ot  the  better  of  the  fire  before 
it  spread  beyond  the  ])ullding  where  It  started  (Oct. 
12,  17()7).  There  were  as  early  as  ITdS  as  many 
as  six  fire-en<i'Ines,  and  .John  Hancock  irase  another 
In  1772."  Itowe  comnuMuls  '' tlie  dexterity  and 
clever  behaviour  of  the  South  Knd  Engine  men  " 
(Jan.  2-1^,  17Gr>).  Ou  April  2,  17GS,  wlien  there 
were  several  alarms,  ^'  one  poor  man  lost  his  bfe  by 
fallins»"  oil'  a  ladder."  The  tire-wards  were  substan- 
tial  citizens  like  Samuel  Adams,  Hancock,  Captain 
Adino  Paddock,  Ca[)taln  Thomas  Dawes,  ♦b)hn  Scol-

-  Mc'iiiorial  ilislory  of  IJosloii,  iii.  ir»l. 
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lay,  and  Rowe,  who  got  excused  from  further  ser- 
vice March  9,  1772.  There  was  a  Fire  Chib,  al- 
ready mentioned,  which  w^as  composed  of  tlie  most 
substantial  citi/.ens.  Kowe  went  to  the  fires  and 
fou<;'ht  tliem  vigorously,  coming  home  afterwards 
"much  Avet  and  tired,"  and  going  to  bed  (Jan.  IS, 
170^');  June  lo,  17()G).  His  leathern  bucket, 
marked,  in  large  letters,  "  John  Rowe,  17()0,"  is  still 
in  tlie  possessic  n  of  his  great-grand-niece. 

The  most  disastrous  lire  of  the  period  was  on 
Feb.  4,  1707,  breaking  out  in  "a  baker's  wareliouse 
and  spreading  round  about  tlie  neigliborliood,  that 
it  consumed  more  than  twenty  houses,  anu)ng  which 
were  Mr.  Jonathan  WilHams's  dwellin<»*-liouse,  sev- 
eral  houses  of  Mr.  John  Hancock,  several  be- 
longing to  (Japt.  Ball ;  it  began  at  ten  of  clock 
and  continued  until  three  in  the  nu)rnini»;."  Public 
and  private  charity  was  invoked  in  behalf  of  the 
sulVerers,  I'orty  of  whom  were  reduced  to  extreme 
poverty.  The  selectmen  promptly  sent  a  petition 
to  the  General  (Jourt  askini»*  for  a  <>rant  of  relief 
for  the  suiVerers,  and  that  body  voted  C-iOO  to  be 
paid  to  the  selectmen  for  the  purpose.  The  select- 
nuMi  (Uowe  being  one)  received  a  statement  of 
losses,  ami  distributed  the  fund  March  G,  10,  12, 
27.  They  addressed  a  letter  to  the  churches,  ask- 
ing  for  contributions  April  5.  In  Trinity  Church, 
Mav  17,  there  was  a  collection  for  the  sulferers  by 
the  late  tire.  "  Mr.  Walter  ])ehaved  extremelv 
clever  on  this  occasion,  ami  urs»'ed  his  consfreii'ation 
to  their  usual    benevolence."     The  selectmen    also 
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distributed  the  fund  which  Ciiine  from  the  churches 
(June  ^"),  12).  A  collection  was  taken,  Au<>-.  7,  17()8, 
in  Trinity  Church  for  sull'erers  hv  lire  at  ^Montreal. 
It  is  pleasant  to  note  how  the  well-to-do  peo[)le  of 
]>oston  at  that  dav  were  svni])athetic,  as  thev  have 
been  ever  since,  with  others,  near  or  remote,  who 
were  aillicted  with  misfortune. 

Curiouslv  enouLjh,  Uowe,  who  was  keen  in  notinir 
fires,  makes  no  reference  to  that  in  Fish  Street, 
AuL>\  10,  1774,  attended  with  loss  of  life,  which  is 
mentioned  in  Thomas  Newell's  Diary  ;  but  he  notes, 
October  G  of  the  same  year:  ''A  lari^v  lire  hap- 
pened at  Salem  last  nit^ht ;  Dr.  Witaker's  nu'etini;* 
house  and  eiiihteen  houses  were  destroyed.'' 

The  li<;htini;'  ol*  the  streets  of  London,  the  sig-- 
nificance  of  Avhich  inspired  a  well-known  [)assaj;'e 
of  the  third  chai)ter  of  ^hicaulav's  History,  took 
place  in  the  last  year  ol*  Charles  the  Second's 
reiii'n.  Somewhat  less  than  a  century  later  this 
rePorm  was  introdnced  into  ]>oston  ;  an(l  Howe 
was  one  of  its  leaders,  (piite  likely  its  ori<;"inator. 
'J'homas  Newell's  Diary  nuMitions  oidy  the  first 
li<;"litin<;*,  and  also  his  beg'innini;-  (dan.  S,  1771)  to 
make  the  tops  of  the  <;lass  lamps ;  but  Kowe  g'ives 
in  detail  the  prog'ress  of  the  enterprise,  which  occu- 
pied his  attention  for  a  year.' 

Pope's  Day,  November  .">,  with  its  rival  North 
End  and  South  End  processions,  and  their  con- 
test or  'M)attle,"  sometimes  at  Mill  ]>ridi»'e  on   ITan- 

Ml»>\v«' (1(M'S  ii(»1  niciilioii  tlu-  loss  of  tlic  tiisl  laiiips  sent  ri'diii 
Mii;:l:iM<l  hy  llic  w  r('<*k  of  :i  Ica-sliip  <»lf  ('a)tc  Cod  in  DrcM-mhrr. 
177;!, —  ;i  fact  staifd  in  .loliii  Aiitlrcws's  letters. 
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over  Street,  is  described  by  Howe.  In  1764  the 
slieriir,  justices,  and  militia  undertook  to  destroy 
the  figures,  but  the  popuhice  was  too  much  for 
tliem.  Several  thousand  people  were  in  attend- 
ance, and  there  was  a  fatal  iniurv.  This  "foolish 
custom,''  as  Rowe  calls  it,  became  in  later  years,  as 
in  17(>9,  1773,  and  1774,  less  of  an  all'air,  and 
then   died  out  altogether. 

The  lottery  still  existed  in  this  Puritan  comnni- 
nity,  legalized  for  public  objects.  Howe  bought, 
iVIarch  ID,  17(>7,  seven  tickets  of  John  Ruddock, 
and  sold  one,  kept  two  for  himself,  and  gave  the 
rest  to  Mrs.  Rowe  and  the  Inmans. 

The  fashion  of  duelling  still  lingered,  Feb.  23, 
]7().*>  :  "  Colo.  Bourn  of  M'head  and  Jerahmiel 
l]owers  challenii'ed  each  other  with  sword  and 
pistoll  yesterday  about  the  excise." 

Rowe  gives  incidents  of  crimes  and  })unish- 
ments. 

15oston  does  not  seem  to  have  been  the  orderlv 
and  well-governed  town  which  our  fathers  some- 
times proclaimed  it  to  be.  There  was  no  con- 
stabulary force  which  amounted  to  anything  when 
such  a  force  was  recpiired.  The  mobs  of  Pope's 
Dav,  as  already  seen,  had  their  own  way,  defyin<j 
even  the  militia.  The  populace  arrested  at  pleas- 
ure the  inlliction  of  public  punisbments  judicially 
ordered,  and  sometinies  superadded  discretionary 
pelting  of  their  own  (Sept.  11,  Oct.  4,  17G4  ;  Jan. 
11,  1770;  March  2S,  1771).  When  the  political 
troubles     came,    they     sacked     and     destroyed    the 
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houses  of  unpopuliir  citizens  and  magistrates. 
They  stripped  the  olTender  naked,  covered  liim 
Avitli  tar,  declvcd  hini  with  featliers,  and  transported 
him  in  this  plight,  without  hindrance,  through  the 
main  thoroughfares  as  a  spectacle  for  a  jeering 
multitude  (Oct.  28,  Hi'/,);  lAIay  18,  1770;  March 
9,  177»'>).  One  cannot  helj)  asking  where  at  such 
times  were  the  selectmen,  the  twelve  constahles, 
the  militia,  Hancock  and  his  Cadets,  and  the  princi- 
pal citizens  avIio  were  so  elfective  when  iires  were 
to  be  extinguished  or  patriotic  enterprises  to  ])e 
executed.  On  the  whole,  Boston  is  now  a  safer 
])lace  to  live  in  for  one  who  asserts  the  right  to 
differ  with  his  nei<»hljors  than  it  Avas  in  those 
good  old  days.

importance  of  the  Cod-Fisliery  to  the  welfare  of 
the  Comnu)nwca]th  as  had  h<^en  used  foi'inerlv. 
The  said  nH)tion  havini;*  heen  secoinh'd,  the  (jues- 
tion  was  put,  and  leave  <j;iven  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid." 

It  is  proljahle,  tliou^h  no  positive  record  lias 
heen  found,  that,  when  in  178.")  the  town  of  Mery- 
field  (my  rve  Held)  chan<;'ed  its  name  to  Rowe,  the 
chanii'e  was  made  in  honor  of  John  Rowe.  'I'radi- 
tion  savs  that  he  lu-omised  to  j'lve  the  town  a  hell 
on  that  occasion,  which  prontise  was  never  fulfilled, 
perhaps  because  at  that  time  there  was   nowhere   to 
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hang  the  bell,  and  his  death  followed  two  years 
after.  In  Fleet's  Almanack  and  Register  for  1787 
is  the  following:  "J.  Kowe  Esc^  obt  17^"  Feb  1787 
Etat  anie  —  72  —  Gratitude  demands  a  Tear."
